Born on October 29, 1924 in Atlanta, Rankin McEachern Smith took his middle name 
from his grandfather and co-founder of the Life Insurance Company of Georgia, John 
Newton McEachern. Smith's wife is the former Charlotte Lilliard Topping. He is the 
father of five children: Rankin Jr., Carrol Christine (Mrs. Donald Walraven), Dorothy 
Ann (Mrs. John O. Knox), Taylor, and Nancy Karen, and the proud grandfather of 12 
children. Rankin and his wife reside in the northwest part of Atlanta, with other 
addresses in Thomasville, Ga. and Vero Beach, Fla. 


Education 


The Atlanta native attended North Fulton High School and Marist before competing 
on the football team at Bolle's School in Jacksonville, Fla. A stint at Emory University 
followed before he served his country as a combat pilot in the Army Air Corps (1942-45). 
After his tour ended in the military, he moved on to Georgia where he would room 
with future Goy, Carl Sanders, 


Business 


The enterprising Smith worked his way up the corporate ladder starting as an agent 
in Hot Springs, Arkansas in 1947 for the Life of Georgia Insurance Company. He 
returned to Atlanta in 1948 to accept the position of assistant manager. Rankin 
continued to climb until he earned the title of President and Chief Executive Officer 
in 1970. Five years later he was named Chairman of the Board and he retired from 
the business in 1977. 


Sports 


Smith’s influence and respect among his fellow owners in the League paid huge 
dividends when it came time to pick a site for the highest profile sporting event in the 
world. The owners took into account Rankin’s past loyalty and chose the city of Atlanta 
as the host for Super Bowl XXVIII in 1994. The award was a victory for Smith and the 
entire state of Georgia. ‘‘Mr. Smith has stood up for myself and other people around 
the League many times when we needed help,” stated Giants owner Wellington Mara. 
“He's been a good League member.’ Browns owner Art Modell echoed those senti-

ments when he said, ‘He's been a great owner and it's been a great franchise city.” 


Rankin’s first involvement in the sporis business came as a member of Major Sports, 
Inc. The group turned into what is now known as the Stadium Authority, which would 
construct Fulton County Stadium. Atlanta was a hot market for a potential football 
franchise as the AFL granted a team to J. Leonard Reinsch of Cox Broadcasting on 
June 8, 1965. The NFL turned around and entertained bids from Mr. Smith, R. J. 
Reynolds Co., and Lindsey Hopkins. A winning bid of $85 million from Mr. Smith on 
June 30 closed the books on the AFL attempt as the south ushered in a new NFL team, 


Smith's club went to work in 1966 and tied a League record for a first-year franchise 
by tallying three victories as they set an NFL record for season ticket sales in their 
initial campaign. He's watched the Falcons compete in the Playoffs in 1978, 1980 and 
1982 and hoist an NFC Western Division flag. The construction of the new Georgia 
Dome as well as the club's beautiful Suwanee, Ga. practice complex are testaments 
to Mr. Smith's commitment. As a tenant of the new Georgia Dome, he helped get a 
facility that will enable Atlanta to rank among the best cities in the U.S. 


His tenure as an NFL owner has included being a co-Chairman of the Pension 
Committee for seven years and serving on the Finance Committee for eight straight 
seasons through 1990, Mr. Smith has also helped oversee the Management Council 
for six seasons with Vince Lombardi, Jim Finks and Art Modell. His time has also been 
split on the Coaches-Front Office Pension Committee. With 26 years as an NFL owner, 
he is in the top 10 in seniority among all his peers. This Spring, he was one of six 
owners named to the NFL Expansion Committee to discuss new cities as well as 
realignment, 


Community 


Realizing the need to form a partnership with the community, Mr. Smith has both 
donated his time and money to worthy causes around the state. For the past two years, 
Mr. Smith has been Chairman of the Board for the Fernbank Museum of Natural 
History. That makes him the chief fundraiser for the $42 million, 150,000 sq. foot facility 
that will be the only one of its class in this part of the United States. Currently under 
construction, its opening is targeted for the fall of ‘92 and hopes to bring in world- 
class exhibits like the King Tut-type. He has given monetarily over $6 million to a 
wide range of programs in the community. In 1985, the philan- 
thropic Smith formed the Atlanta Falcons Youth Foundation to 
service the needs of children in the state and over the years 

it has supplied help to over 100 charitable causes. He plays 
an active role as a board member of the Fernbank Science 
Center, the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra and Area Boy Scouts 
Council. He remains on the board of trustees at Georgia, 
Reinhardt College and Lovett.

Whether it’s pulling off a major trade, like the deal with the Colts, landing 
Pro Bowlers Andre Rison, Chris Hinton, and '91 #1 pick WR Mike Pritchard, or making 
a key acquisition like claiming last year’s top tackling defensive back in the NFL, S 
Brian Jordan, off waivers, Herock will find a way to upgrade the Falcons. 

The additions of 1991 draft selections CB Bruce Pickens, Pritchard, QB Brett Farve 
and NT Moe Gardner were greeted with high marks from media around the country. 
But for Herock, the job doesn’t end with the draft. The 50-year old Munhall, PA, product 
is involved in many more duties in the day-to-day football operations of the club. 

Ken's background is steeped in the successful tradition of the Silver & Black of the 
Raiders.

Jerry Glanville was definitely disappointed at his team’s 5-11 record last year, but 
he wasn't discouraged by the effort put forth by his troops. The hustling, hitting Falcons 
of Glanville improved in various statistical categories in 1990, up from the club’s 1989 
performance. 

The biggest jump came in rush defense where the Falcons led the League by 
allowing 3.3 yards per attempt. Glanville’s “Black Wave”’ attack also improved in 
third down conversions allowed, takeaways, points, and total defense, among others. 
The “‘Red Gun” offense rose in the areas of time of possession, total offense, points 
scored, and passing, to name a few. A Glanville specialty, the Falcons special teams 
were among the best in the League. 

In one of their largest gains of the year, the birds rediscovered the meaning of "home 
field advantage.” Fans appreciated the play of the aggressive Falcons under Glanville 
as they soldout 6 of 8 home games and posted a 5-3 record, the best since 1980. 

Before coming back to Atlanta, the 49-year-old coach turned around the fortunes 
of the Houston Oilers. In his second year at the helm, the team from Texas enjoyed 
their first winning season in six years as they advanced to the Playoffs with a 9-6 record 
in 1987. Two back-to-back post-season bids followed, which made the Oilers one of 
only four NFL teams to compete in the Playoffs three straight years (1987-89). 

Glanville’s only two non-winning seasons as a head coach came in the first year 
of his rebuilding process. 

As Atlanta’s Defensive Coordinator and secondary coach from 1977-82, he was a 
part of three Playoff teams and an NFC Western Division champion. His work with 
the defense is still chronicled in the annals of the Falcons record book. 


* The “Gritz Blitz” defense set an NFL record for fewest points allowed in season 
with 129 in 14 games in 1977. 


* Defensive club bests were established for such things as: fewest yards allowed 
in season (1977 & 82), fewest rushing yards (1980 & 82), and fewest passing yards 
(1977). 


® His 1977 and 1980 secondaries share Falcon record for most interceptions in 
season with 26. 
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A Detroit, Michigan native, Glanville attended Perrysburg (Ohio) High School and 
went on to play football at Northern Michigan.

In what would qualify as one of the most unusual offices anywhere in America, 
Glanville's constantly changing decor includes: a posterboard of photos of kids he's 
visited in hospitals; as a strong military backer, he has a black helicopter fighter pilot’s 
helmet (with Falcon logo) worn during Operation Desert Storm, and an autographed 
photo with thanks from USS Saratoga and one from Gen. Norman Schwarzkopf; 
as a fan of James Dean and Elvis Presley, part of his collection includes a life-size 
cut-out of Dean, sunglasses worn by both, a bust of “The King,” and a Georgia Dome 
hard hat personalized for Elvis; Glanville family photos, including one with Governor 
Zell Miller and his wife; a model car collection that includes a'50 Mercury, a James 
Dean Porsche, a Corvette and T-Bird; a license plate collection that includes a 
Tennessee plate ‘'1-Elvis/’ a Hawaii plate “'1-Elvis,” and a pair of Texas plates, 
“'4-Elvis,” and ‘James Dean'’; autographed photos from musician friends; ticket stubs 
from the Farm Aid IV Concert, where he was on the stage with John Cougar 
Mellencamp; and his Falcons and Houston Oiler playoff games; a proclamation from 
Mayor of Houston for ‘Jerry Glanville Appreciation Day,’ Jan. 31, 1990; anda framed 
letter “‘W"’ from Western Kentucky; an autographed poster and black Mello Yello 
cap from race driver Kyle Petty; his black cowboy hat; his boom-box for his CDs; 
and a reminder plaque, ‘‘A man once complained he had no shoes, until he met 
a man who had no feet.”

* Roommate of Cardinals Head Coach Joe Bugel at Western Kentucky, Bugel, a 
full-time assistant who made $4,700 a year, invited Glanville, a part-timer who 
earned $30 a month, to live with him in a one bedroom log cabin. Glanville slept 
on newspapers on the floor. They diagrammed plays on pizza boxes at night. 
Glanville was once demonstrating bump-and-run tactics for his defense when he 
called Bugel over to help out, With players looking on the aggressive session 
turned into a fight, but the pair went home that night as if nothing happened. Other 
duties at Western Kentucky included Glanville instructing the women’s bowling 
team and Bugel teaching first aid to the college women. 


* At Perrysburg High, Jerry was one of the school’s catchers on the baseball team, 
while current Pittsburgh Pirates skipper, Jim Leyland, was one of the team’s best 
football players. 


* His past occupations have included working on a loading dock at a General Mills 
plant making $110 a week in Toledo, Ohio, and on a factory assembly line at a 
Chevrolet transmission plant. He also was a welding inspector on the Colonial 
pipeline across the Carolinas. 
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DOUG SHIVELY 
Assistant Head Coach/Oftense 


Shively’s defense was the toughest to run against in the 
NFL last season, surrendering only an average of 33 yards 
pet carry. His unit also improved from 1989 in the areas 
of 3rd down conversions, points, total defense and take- 
aways. Besides coordinating the defense, he also works 
with the LB’s. Doug was part of the Falcons staff during 
the team's three playoff years, including the NFC West 
champs of 1980. He helped build the “Grits Blitz” defense 
which established a League mark for fewest points in a 
14-game season with 129. He came back to Atlanta after 
a stint with Glanville in Houston which saw the Oilers 
advance to post season play three straight years. The 
veteran coach entered the NFL with Hank Stram's Saints 
in 1974 and has been on the sidelines for the Chargers and 
Buccaneers. His pro experience has also included head 
coaching duties with the Arizona Wranglers of the USFL. 


JIMMY ROBINSON 
Wide Receivers 


Robinson's first year in the NFL was rewarding for one 
of his pupils, Andre Rison, who was voted into the Pro Bow! 
and broke several records, like most catches in a season. 
Jimmy moved over to the pro ranks from Georgia Tech 
where he is logged three years in the Yellow Jacket 
program under Bobby Ross. Although he was new lo the 
NFL coaching fraternity a year ago, it wasn't his first taste 
in the League. He competed for the Broncos, 49ers, and 
Giants in his playing career, besides a time with his 
hometown Falcons in 1975. An Atlanta product, he was 
dubbed "Mr. Excitement" at Tech for his exploits at Grant 
Field and was voted into the school's Hall of Fame. 


JUNE JONES 
Assistant Head Coach/Offense 


Jones is reunited with Glanville and heads back home 
toa team he played for trom 1977-1981, June spent the last 
two years as Quarterbacks and Receivers coach with the 
Lions, The bright and innovative Jones worked with [he 
"Silver Stretch” offense in Detroit. Prior to his experiences 
in the motor city, he was Glanville’s Quarterbacks coach 
from 1987-88. Together the pair developed the "Red Gun," 
four-wide receiver offense, that the Falcons employ today. 
During his stay in Houston, Jones also helped develop CFL 
product Warren Moon into a Pro Bowl quarterback. With 
the "Red Gun'" attack, the Oilers '88 offense was the 
second highest scoring unit in the League with an average 
of 265 points per game. The former two-time All-America 
at Portland Stale held coaching stopovers at Toronto of the 
CFL, Hawaii, and Houston Gamblers before the NFL 
called. 


OLLIE WILSON 
Running Backs 


Wilson is new to the Falcons staff but isno stranger. He 
spent the summer of 1990 coaching in Atlanta like he had 
in previous years under Glanville as part of a League-wide 
minority fellowship. Ollie tutored running backs for the 
University of California-Berkley for three years and also 
taught the Golden Bears secondary and receivers in a 
career which reached eight years. He was also the 
academic liaison for the coaching staff at Cal. As the 
offensive coordinator at Northeastern, he developed 
players like TE Dan Ross, who went on to become an All- 
Pro wilh the Bengals. Wilson is a graduate of Springfield 
College and served as the director of the Black Coaches 
Association. 


KEITH ROWEN 
Offensive Line 


The Falcons special teams coach last year, Rowen will 
direct the birds offensive line in 1991. Atlanta will be looking 
for the same kind of Improvement out of the line which the 
special teams received from Rowen's attention. It won't 
be new territory for Keith because he assisted with the line 
for the Colts from 1985-88. He also was an academic All- 
America at guard for Stanford in college. The intense 
Rowen was the special teams mentor of the Patriots in 1989 
and with the Colts for four seasons. He broke into the 
League as running backs coach for the Cleveland Browns 
in 1984 after a stay with the Breakers of the USFL. He 
earned his masters and later completed a doctorate degree 
from Southern Cal 


BILL KOLLAR 
Defensive Line 


Kollar begins his second year coaching the Falcons line 
after coming over from the college ranks. His unit played 
a big role in the team’s improved rush defense which was 
the best in the League. One of his linemen, NT Tory Epps, 
was a unanimous All-NFL rookie selection. Bill was 
defensive ends and special teams coach for Purdue and 
Illinois in previous teaching stints. As a player, he was the 
first product of the Big Sky conterence to be drafted in the 
first round when he was tabbed by the Bengals in 1974. 
He performed in 109 games in the League, including five 
years with the Bucs. His initial coaching position came with 
Tampa Bay as he worked with the defensive line and 
special teams in 1984 


JIMMY CARR 
Secondary 


Carr is the senior member of the staff with over 30 years 
of NFL experience as a player and coach. Jimmy coached 
the secondary of the New England Patriots from 1985-89 
under Raymond Berry. His other pro stopsin his 21 years 
on the job have included the 49ers ('78), Bills ('77), Lions 
('75-76), Eagles (70:72), Bears ('73°74, '69) and Vikings 
('66°68, '79:81), ‘‘Gummy" played on the Eagles 1960 
World Championship team as a cornerback. He also 
performed on the playing field for the Redskins and 
Cardinals and before his career was over would play four 
different positions on those three teams. 


Playoff 
Format Expanded 


The NFL owners voted to expand 
the number of teams making post 
season play from ten teams to 
twelve teams in 1990. Both leagues 
(AFC and NFC) will be afforded an 
additional wild card team, As it 
stands with the additions, there will 
be the three divisional winners and 
the three wild card teams repre- 
senting each league. Under the 
new format, in post season play, 
there will be eight teams, with four 
games being played in the first 
week of playoff action. The top two 
rated wild card teams will square off 
in one game, while the remaining 
wild card team (with the worst 
record) will play the divisional team 
that has the fewest wins. 


TIM JORGENSEN 
Strength & Conditioning 


Jorgensen embarks on his seventh NFL season after 
breaking into the pros with Philadelphia, He was named 
the Eagles first Strength coach in franchise history in 1984, 
From his office in the Falcons weight room, Tim supervises 
every aspect of each player's physical development, He 
coordinated the club's second year of conditioning during 
the offseason “Operation Headstart" program. He Is a 
popular instructor at clinics and seminars throughout 
Alabama, Tennessee, and Georgia, teaching proper 
training techniques. The ex-football and track standout al 
Southwest Missouri State is an active member of the 
NSCCA and is the former strength coordinator at LSU, 


BOBBY APRIL 
Special Teams/Tight Ends 

April enters his first pro coaching assignment after a 
successful tour of duty at the collegiate level. Bobby was 
the secondary and kicking game coordinator at Southern 
Cal for tour seasons under Larry Smith. He taught the likes 
of All-America and NFL Rookie of the Year, Mark Carrier, 
of the Bears. Before moving with Smith to USC the pair 
worked together at Arizona (1980-86) and Tulane (1979). 
At Arizona, April coached the defensive line and 
secondary as well as coordinating the kicking game. A 
defensive end and linebacker at Nicholls State, he holds 
a Masters degree from Southern Mississippi.

Oliver proved to be a capable back-up and situational player along the defensive line in his first 
season in Atlanta. He saw action in 15 of 16 games, with one start, missing only the Eagles game 
with a back injury. He replaced DE Mike Gann (foot) early in the contest at Cleveland and responded 
with a career-high four solo tackles and a batted ball. Barnett's lone start came in the victory over 
the Bengals in Week 8, where he collected three tackles and a QB pressure. Oliver also made 
three tackles each in back-to-back games against Division rival 49ers and Rams (Weeks 6 & 7) 
en route to his 21 on the season.

Steady Barnett set a Wildcat school record with 26 QB sacks and finished with 271 tackles, 43 
behind the line of scrimmage. He started 33 straight games at the Lexington, KY school (every 
one since 1987) and was an All-SEC choice and second team AP All-America as a senior, where 
he totaled 86 tackles, seven sacks, and 14 tackles for a minus 50 yards in losses. He was named 
SEC Defensive Player of the Week for his 12 solo tackles, 3 sacks, and a forced fumble in a win 
over Vanderbilt. His best sack season came as a junior when he got to the quarterback at least 
one time in six consecutive games and nine times overall.

If Oliver had listened to his mother, Hattie, he would have played basketball, 
the prefered sport of the state of Kentucky, rather than football. It seems 
Oliver had suffered a head injury as a youth, which tempered Hattie's 
altitude towards her son's continuing career on the gridiron.

Guy continued to perform his long snapping duties flawlessly again in '90 and was a force 
in kick coverage. The Falcons did not allow an opponent to block or muff any of their kicks last 
year due to a helping hand (and snap) from Bingham. His accurate and quick snaps allowed 
K Greg Davis to total the third-best mark ever in Falcon history with 106 points on 22-33 FG’s 
and a perfect 40 straight PAT’s. Bingham was also part of the tandem which helped Davis boot 
a career-best 53 yard FG against Philadelphia. Guy's playing time was limited to just special 
teams as he came up with nine stops to rank tied for ninth on the squad.

Bingham was acquired by the Falcons at the beginning of the '89 training camp for a seventh 
round pick from the Jets when the birds were in need of a long snapper and depth in the offensive 
line.

Last Season 


Steve battled through a series of injuries to finish as the club's second leading rusher with a 
rookie total of 454 yards, four touchdowns, and a 36 per carry average. He also grabbed 24 passes 
for 160 yards, with a long of 18, and returned three kickoffs for 45 yards, for 638 total yards. 
Broussard’s explosiveness was witnessed by a national TV audience versus the Bengals as he 
sealed the victory with a 50-yard touchdown burst around right end. Steve's jaunt was tied for the 
10th longest run from scrimmage in Falcons history. He started the first eight games of the year 
but due to nagging injuries to his knee, foot, ankle and hamstring, was limited to five games during 
the second half of the season. He was among the top 5 of all rookie runners through the first 11 
weeks of the season before being slowed. He scored a TD in each of his first two NFL games played 
and caught at least one pass in the first 11 weeks of the season. Besides the Cincinnati contest, 
where he finished with 81 yards on 11 carries, Steve's other top games included an 88 yard rushing 
day and 4.6 average against the Lions in Week 2, and an eight rush effort for 55 yards, with four 
receptions, at the Rams in Week 7, He also flashed his speed by breaking away for a 71-yard TD 
against the Packers in preseason.

Called “the best back I've ever been associated with” by former WSU coach and current Miami 
Hurricane taskmaster Dennis Erickson, Steve amassed 3,044 rushing yards at the Pullman, WA 
school (second only to the Saints Rueben Mayes). He broke Mayes’ school record with 41 lifetime 
TD's, 33 on the ground, and reeled off long runs of 81, 71, and 59 yards, while also catching longs 
of 79t, 77, 66, 48 and 46t yards. The shifty runner racked up personal bests of 205, 199, and 153 
rushing days and had six straight 100-yard plus outings as a senior. Broussard also hauled in 120 
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passes for 1,179 yards, leading the PAC-10 as a sophomore with 59 catches, and scored on 
98-yard KOR.

The soft-spoken Broussard was reared in the south-central Los Angeles area and decided 
to escape his tough neighborhood and the gangs by attending Washington State, despite being 
heavily recruited and being just two blocks from the USC campus. He led his Manual Arts High 
Toilers team to the Los Angeles city AAA championship as a senior, playing both ways as an 
All-State halfback and linebacker and earned three varsity letters under coach Jeff Engleman. 
He used his blazing speed (4.49 in 40) as a member of the track team and captured the city title 
in the 100 meters as a junior.

The season opener against Houston saw Aundray register a fumble-causing QB sack on 
Warren Moon, a career-high six more QB pressures, seven tackles and one pass deflection. 
His forced fumble was recovered for a touchdown by Bobby Butler in the first quarter to give 
the Falcons an early 14-0 lead and he won Miller Lite Player of the Game honors for his efforts. 
Bruce turned around in Week 5 versus New Orleans and made a season-high eight tackles (five 
solo) and he sealed the victory with QB sack and forced fumble of John Fourcade with :35 left. 
The rest of the season he spent time as mainly a pass rusher. He also recorded sacks on Boomer 
Esiason of the Bengals and Randall Cunningham of the Eagles to finish third on the team with 
four total. Aundray forced another fumble in the wins over Cincinnati and Dallas to finish tied 
for the team lead with a career-high four and had six stops at home against the Niners.

Last Season 


The return of a healthy Rick Bryan helped solidify a defensive line that made the Falcons 
defense one of the toughest to run against. Rick was limited to only two games in '89 due to 
a spinal nerve root injury in training camp that caused weakness and numbness in his right arm 
and shoulder. He made 69 tackles last year, playing in all 16 games, with five starts, and finished 
with 16 QB pressures. Rick's all-out style of play also saw him recover two fumbles, force 
another, and get to the quarterback once. He chipped in on special teams by recording his first 
blocked FG of his eight-year career against the Cardinals. The ex-Oklahoma All-America had 
a season-high eight tackles (five solo), four QB pressures, and three batted balls in the win over 
the Rams in Week 15. He also collected seven stops vs. Browns (Week 15) and six vs. Saints 
(Week 12), Rams (Week 7) and Cowboys (Week 17). 


Pro Career 


The ninth player chosen overall in the '84 draft, Rick has registered 636 career tackles in 91 
NFL games, with 27.5 QB sacks. His streak of averaging over 100 tackles a season for five 
straight years was stopped due to the 87 players strike, where he was actually on target for 
another triple digit campaign (85 tackles in nine games). Before last year’s injury forced him 
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jured Reserve, he missed only three contests in his career during the '87 season with a 
pull (along with the three replacement games), and was a starter ever since he stepped 
the Suwanee practice field. He's started at three different positions on the Falcons line.

Unlucky Bryan was second on the team in tackles with 17 after two games but had to 
go on IR with a spinal nerve root injury. 


For the 11th ranked defense in the NFL in points, Rick rang up 120 tackles and five OB 
sacks from his right end spot. His top games included a 12-tackle, four QB hurry game 
vs. Dallas, an 11-tackle, one sack game vs. the 49ers and a 10-tackle effort, one-sack in 
the early season upset of San Francisco. 


Rick started the season off with a sack and forced fumble of QB Doug Williams that 
sparked the team to an upset of the Redskins. After the strike, Rick had a groin pull that 
sidelined him three weeks and kept him from having a 100-tackle season for the first time 
in his career (85 in his nine games).

He finished 
with a personal best 7.5 sacks despite a stomach muscle pull that hindered him.

Last Season 


The savvy 10-year veteran showed the critics and the rest of the NFL that he still had what it 
takes to compete against the best in the League. Bobby stepped in and took over at his familiar 
LCB spot for the remaining four games of the season and the Falcons went 2-2. Butler played solid 
in the secondary, allowing the birds to go back to their attacking style of pressure defense, which 
relies on tight man-to-man coverage by the corners. Bobby also received the starting call in the 
first two games of the year against Houston and Detroit with their four wide receiver sets. The former 
No. 1 pick ended with 36 tackles, a team tieing three interceptions, 10 passes defensed and two 
fumble recoveries. He contributed all year whether it was returning a blocked punt 35-yards for 
a score versus the 49ers (Week 6) or picking up a fumble in the end zone for six points in the victory 
over the Oilers. Bobby's seven total takeaways led the team. His best complete game, besides 
the two touchdown outings, was his five tackles, one interception, one fumble recovery, and two 
pass defense performance against the Cardinals, His other recovery came after a Scott Case block 
of a Maury Buford punt at Chicago which resulted in an eventual Falcon TD. 


Pro Career 


Bobby's long career in a Falcon uniform has now reached 139 games, passing Tommy Nobis 
on the all-time list for sixth place, and his 124 starts are the fifth-best mark in team history. The 
opportunistic Butler is only three interceptions away from slipping by Ken Reaves on the club's 
lifetime charts into third place with his 27 career thefts. The ex-FSU All-America has given Falcon 
fans plenty to cheer about over the years. He's scored a TD by interception (at Dallas in '86), fumble 
return (Dallas in ’89) and by punt block (SF in '90) and also tied a tearn record grabbing two 
interceptions at New Orleans in 1984. All-Pro Jerry Rice of the 49ers ranked Butler the fourth 
toughest cornerback to face in the League in 1989. He's only missed 10 games in his career, with 
nine coming in '86 due to a leg fracture. Bobby was a member of the improved secondary over 
the second half of the ’88 season, which went 17 consecutive quarters without allowing a TD pass, 
and played on the last Falcon Playoff team in 1982. 


Year-By-Year 


1989: His highlights included returning a Herschel Walker fumble 29-yards for a TD in a victory 
over the Cowboys and pacing the team in passes defensed with 15, while playing in all 16 games 
for a third straight season. He started 11 contests at LCB but gave way to rookie Deion Sanders 
before returning to the lineup after an injury to Scott Case. 
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1988; On a defense that ranked 4th in the NFL in interceptions, Bobby had a streak of 12 
consecutive games with a pass deflection. This secondary also went a stretch of 17 consecutive 
quarters without a TD pass allowed. Bobby also had an interception, two fumble recoveries, and 
a forced fumble. 


1987: Inthe 12 games, he led the team with four interceptions and was second with 30 passes 
defensed, Three of his four interceptions were against playoff teams (Wash., Minn,, and Hous.) 
with the 4th against Boomer and the Bengals. 


1986: A potential Pro Bow! season with the 5-1-1 Falcons ended dreadfully for Bobby with a 
fractured right leg in a game with the 49ers when a pile fell on him and caused the fibula fracture 
and the need for screws in his ankle joint. 


1985: His team best five interceptions equalled his personal high, while also having a team high 
21 passes defensed, and a personal career best 78 tackles. 


1984: In Week 1, Bobby pulled off his two-interception game in a win at New Orleans. He missed 
a Week 4 game with a sprained ankle, the only other time in his career he missed a game. 


1983: Three of his four interceptions came in the end zone, while he also rang up 75 tackles 
in playing all 16 games. 


1982: The club's last playoff season saw Bobby lead the team in interceptions and passes 
defensed. 


1981; Rookie Bobby caught the NFL's attention with his five interceptions for 86 yards, plus a 
game-saving theft in the end zone in a win over Houston. His secondary coach and defensive 
mentor then is now head coach, Jerry Glanville.

QUARTERBACK 


Last Season 


Scott saw action in seven games in his sixth NFL season while drawing the starting assignment 
in two outings. Campbell first logged time in Week 6 against the Niners when Chris Miller was 
injured in the final stanza as he hit 9 of 16 passes for 98 yards and a touchdown. It was the first 
time he had thrown a pass in the regular season since Dec, 13, 1987. He followed that up with a 
4 for 7 day and 97 more yards, with one TD and an interception, in fourth quarter play at Los Angeles 
the following week. His 70-yard toss in that game to Andre Rison was the longest of his career. 
Scott played against the Bengals (no pass attempts) and Eagles (0-3) in brief relief roles before 
taking over in Tampa Bay when Miller was lost for the season with a broken collarbone. Campbell 
rallied the birds with 10, 4th quarter points, on 7-9 passing for 93 yards, only to see a last second 
TD wipe out their hopes for victory. He started his first game since Dec. 6, 1987, when he suited 
up at home against the Cardinals in Week 14. He threw for 198 yards, but completed only 13 of 
30 attempts and had three picked off. He came back to start the next week at Cleveland but suffered 
a shoulder injury and was replaced in the second half. On the year, Scott was 36-76 for 527 yards, 
with three TD's and four int's. 


Pro Career 


Scott's NFL totals now read 45 games played with 13 NFL starts. Eleven of his starts have come 
in a Falcon uniform since he signed a ‘future’ agreement with the club on Nov. 7, 1986. The future 
turned out to be a week as Scott was paged from the stands of Fulton County Stadium as the 
Falcons were playing the Bears. Atlanta QB David Archer separated his shoulder in that game 
and Scott and his wife were attending the game on their way to Hilton Head, S.C. for vacation, 
He reported to the Falcons camp in Suwanee the next day. His highlights have included an upset 
of eventual champion Redskins in his initial Falcon start in Week 2 of the '87 season with a 271 
yard passing day and a pair of scores. He completed the longest pass of his career last season 
with a 70-yard heave to Andre Rison against LA and had a 253-yard passing outing versus the 
Cowboys and a three-TD affair against Houston. Campbell was a 7th round pick of the Steelers 
in '84. His first NFL TD was a 25-yarder to Louis Lipps in a rookie year which totaled five games 
played and 109 yards through the air. He became an instant Pittsburgh heroe when he came off 
the bench to lead the Steelers back from a 21-0 start against the Bills on the heels of a 275-yard 
passing outing to claim a 30-24 win. His Steeler career also entailed a 15-35 effort and 224 yards, 
with two TD's, against the Redskins in his first NFL start. He got the call during pregame warmups 
when incumbent David Woodley was felled with a stomach virus. Scott's football career took a turn 
for the worse when he damaged two ligaments in his left knee and his peroneal nerve against the 
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Buccaneers in the '88 preseason. After a stringent rehabilitation process, the gritty Campbell 
made his way back to field in 1989. 


Campbell hails from strong roots as his father, Ken, played wide receiver 
for the old New York Titans of the AFL and is the athletic director at 
Hershey High School. Scott has fought through his share of adversity

Dils, Gilbert Renfroe, Turk Schonert, David Archer, Erik Kramer, 
and now second round pick Brett Favre. One of his damaged 
ligaments from his transplant surgery on his left knee in 1988 was replaced by team doctors 
through a donated tendon from a cadaver. Scott owns his own set of keyboards and he 
entertained the players at training camp last year with a few of his favorite tunes. 

He left Purdue as the Big Ten’s second all-time passer behind only teammate Mark Hermann 
with 7,636 yards. The team MVP as a senior boasted a personal high of 516 yards vs. Ohio State 
and totaled six, 300-yard games. Scott finished with 45 TD's while completing 57.5% of his throws. 
He had a memorable first collegiate start against John Elway and Stanford when he passed for 
177 yards and the victory as a sophomore.

Robert Scott is a native Pennsylvanian, growing up in chocolate country in Hershey. He guided 
his high school squads to back-to-back 10-1 records as a junior and senior with his 28 TD's and 
3,892 yards. As a kicker, he averaged 35 yards whenever he punted and had a 35-yard FG to 
his credit. With his rocket arm, he also helped out the baseball team as an outfielder/catcher 
and was a guard on the school’s hardwood. His talents as a javelin thrower took him to state 
finals for the track team.

SAFETY 


Last Season 


Scott was asked to make a switch back to free safety last year from his Pro Bowl cornerback 
position to where he began his pro career. The aggressive Case made a smooth transition back 
to his familiar spot and dealt out his share of bone-jarring hits. He finished sixth in the entire NFL 
and third on the team in tackles with 170, including a third-best 78 solo stops. Those numbers 
represented career highs for the Oklahoma product, along with his three QB sacks, two fumble 
recoveries, and 23 tackles, in a game (at Rams). Scott was tabbed NFC Defensive Player of the 
Week for his efforts in the victory over the Division rival Rams when he picked off a Jim Everett 
pass on the third play of the game and returned it 36 yards for his first NFL TD. He also recorded 
eight tackles and a sack to help the birds snap a seven-game losing skid. Case tallied eight games 
in which he totaled 10 or more tackles with a 15, two 14, and a pair of 12 tackle games to his credit. 
His hectic day at Chicago witnessed an 11 tackle performance, a blocked punt (which led to a TD), 
a tackle of the punter, an interception, and a pass defensed. Case's 12 tackle game in the win over 
the Bengals on national TV also included a fumble recovery and interception. He put an exclamation 
point on his fine 1990 campaign by registering those 15 stops to knock the Cowboys out of the 
playoffs as well as sacking QB Babe Laufenberg twice and adding a QB pressure. Scott’s head 
snapping hit on RB Roger Craig at San Francisco was seen on highlight reels all season and his 
timely shot on WR Aaron Cox of the Rams on the goal line was also popular.

Case's intimidating style of play has been commonplace in Atlanta since he entered the League 
eight years ago. Originally drafted as a safety, Scott was converted to cornerback then moved 
around to play both free and strong safety when injuries dictated a change. After leading the NFL 
in interceptions in ’88 at corner en route to a well-deserved spot on the Pro Bowl (first Falcon DB 
since Rolland Lawrence in '77), he was asked to return to play “centerfield” in the secondary last 
season, Case ranks fifth on the club's interception charts with 24 career pickoffs (three behind 
teammate Butler). He has started 76 of his 103 games played and boasts 531 lifetime tackles.

1989: Scott stretched a ligament in his right foot in Week 6 versus the Patriots and then sprained 
his left knee the next week against the Cardinals which limited his play, Because of the injuries 
he ended with a career-low 38 tackles, two interceptions and 11 passes defensed in seven starts 
and 14 games.

Last Season 


Tony suffered through a troubled 1990 season which saw him miss all of training camp because 
of a contract dispute, then he was suspended from the team for two games, and finally he ended 
up the season on Injured Reserve. He came to terms with the club on Sept. 12 after missing the 
season opening win over the Oilers. Casillas was on the Exempt List for two weeks and after a 
bye week he took to the field for the first time against New Orleans, making eight tackles and getting 
a QB hurry. After trying to play himself back into shape the next week versus the 49ers, Tony missed 
the team flight to Los Angeles in Week 7, citing health reasons. He was suspended by Glanville 
for two games for his actions. He played but did not start the next seven games and his 
disappointing season was over when he fractured his elbow in Week 16 versus the Rams. Casillas 
did not start a game all season for the first time in his career and had a career-low 32 tackles. 


Pro Career 

After averaging nearly eight tackles per contest in his career, Tony's production tailed off in '90. 
He is a veteran of 66 games and helped the Falcons improve from 28th to 7th in defense during 
his All-NFL rookie campaign in 1986. He registered a career high 152 tackles in 1989 to become 
a Pro Bowl alternate. Tony followed only Bo Jackson in the ’86 draft, just ahead of Jim Everett, 
Jon Hand, Anthony Bell, Jim Dombrowski, Brian Jozwiak, Leslie O'Neal, John Rienstra, and Keith 
Bryars in that year's top 10.

Last Season 


Shawn finished third on the club with 34 receptions in his sophomore season for a second- 
best 503 yards with two touchdowns. The former No. 1 pick played in every game in ‘90, starting 
six contests, and caught a pass in 14 out of 16 games. His best outing came in the win over the 
Saints when he snared five passes for 93 yards and went over the shoulder of New Orleans CB 
Milton Mack to catch a nine-yard TD to give the Falcons a 14-7 lead. Four of Collins’ five receptions 
were for first downs. Shawn followed that performance up with consecutive five catch games 
against the Bengals and Steelers. His longest aerial of the season was a career-best 61-yarder 
at San Francisco, where he averaged 23.3 yards on four catches. He also recorded longs of 32, 
22, 21 and a pair of 25 yarders. 


Pro Career 


Collins was the top rookie receiver in the NFL in '89, edging out ex-Colt and current teammate 
Andre Rison, with 58 catches for 862 yards. In the process, he broke Floyd Dixon's rookie mark 
of 42 receptions by a wide receiver and Ken Burrow's rookie yardage record of 741. Shawn set 
personal bests in yardage (126 vs. Green Bay) and catches (six, three times) that initial season 
and in his first pro game came away with a team-leading six receptions for 76 yards in an opening 
day start against the Rams. It took the talented Northern Arizona product only 20 games to reach 
1,000 receiving yards and he has seen action in every game during a career that now adds up 
to 32 games played.

The unheralded Collins worked on his game and his frame to become the most prolific pass 
catcher in school history and the top TD producer ever in the Big Sky conference, He finished 
with 201 receptions for 2,674 yards and 24 six-pointers to eclipse ex-NFL receiver Pete Mandley's 
marks, Shawn's 70 aerials for 1,016 yards as a sophomore were single season school marks 
as well. The two-time All-America choice totaled 191 receiving yards in a game as a senior and 
enjoyed two, four-touchdown affairs, and three, 10 reception outings in his career at the Flagstaff, 
AZ school. Shawn only weighed 165 pounds and stood 5-11 in high school but hit the weights 
hard and let nature do the rest. He actually played a “‘flexed”’ tight end position, or as an inside 
wideout, as a 6-2, 207 pound Lumberjack, so he is used to dishing out punishment. Collins is 
proud to have played at the only school that offered him a scholarship as he lined up alongside 
Falcon Michael Haynes. 


Personal 


A Los Angeles, CA baby at birth, Shawn and his mother, Dorothy Buchanon Collins, relocated 
the family to San Diego when he was seven. Uncle Melvin Buchanon was the father figure of 
the household, which also included older sister Margo, and the rough Linda Vista area of San 
Diego was their neighborhood. Tragedy struck Shawn in a 12 hour period when his father, Charles 
Collins, died of a kidney disorder, and Melvin passed away because of cancer. Dorothy was the 
focal point of Shawn's life and she had to give up her job as a warehouse worker due to a 
degenerative disk problem that confines her to a wheelchair. Shawn was once the starting 
quarterback at Kearny High School and tallied 12 TD’s as a senior and competed in three state 
playoffs contests. A psychology major at NAU who is just shy of his degree, he lists Redskin WR 
Art Monkas his favorite. When the personable Collins isn’t counseling youths back in San Diego 
in the offseason he can be found outdoors, preferably with a rod and reel in hand.

Last Season 


Young Darion got stronger as his first NFL season progressed as he started five of the final 
eight games (and seven overall) and played in every contest. Conner's 83 tackles were eighth- 
best on the club and the third highest total of all rookie linebackers, ahead of such No. 1 picks 
like James Francis, Percy Snow and Lamar Lathon. His 22 QB pressures were double what any 
other rookie LB produced. He accumulated 58 of his 83 stops in the last eight games of the 
season and finished with 2 QB sacks and was second on the team with 22 QB pressures. Darion's 
top game came at Cleveland as he registered a career-high 15 tackles (8 solos), a sack of Bernie 
Kosar and three pressures. He also had a pair of 11-tackle affairs versus Phoenix and Chicago, 
eight stops against the Niners, with a sack of Joe Montana, and 3 other pressures, and two seven 
tackle days. One of those seven-tackle games came in his first extensive action at OLB at Los 
Angeles as he replaced an injured Michael Reid in the first quarter. He also chipped in with 3 
QB pressures that day and he used the Rams game as a springboard for an improved second 
half. His six pressures in the victory over the Rams at home was a season high. A special teams 
standout, Conner also added 15 tackles, a forced fumble, and a tackle of the punter for a loss 
to his rookie resume. His bid to become the NFL's leading rookie tackling LB was cut short in 
the final win over the Cowboys as he had to leave the game with a sprained knee.

It's hard to imagine the muscular Conner weighed only 198 pounds as a freshman at Jackson 
State and was called ‘Beanie Weenie” by teammates. Darion bulked up in the weight room to 
shed the moniker and ate plenty of peanut butter and jelly sandwiches, cookies, cake and 
Snickers bars to get to his present playing weight of 250 pounds. Conner benefited from the 
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nee individualized attention he received from Doug Shively last season as

The SWAC Defensive Player of the Year totaled 317 tackles (197 solos), 22.5 QB sacks and 
37 stops for losses of 255 yards as he guided the Tigers to a 33-11-3 record and three appearances 
in the playoffs during his productive career. A Kodak All-America as a senior, Darion enjoyed 
his finest season with a career-best 130 tackles (15 for losses) and 12.5 sacks, two interceptions, 
and 14 deflected passes to catch the attention of NFL scouts. The Jackson, MI school captured 
two SWAC titles with Conner performing the linebacking chores and was named all-conference 
three times, He had a 14 tackle, two sack day against Texas Southern, a 13 tackle, 2.5 sack effort 
versus Southern, and 13 stops (five for losses) and a sack in a game with Alabama State. 


Personal 


Darion was born to Isom and Annette Conner on Sept. 28, 1967 in Macon, MI, just outside 
Praire Point. The Conner name has occupied the rolling farmland in Noxubee County for nearly 
60 years, so it's easy to see where Darion gets his hometown values. The close knit family 
consisting of 10 children are devout Christians who have been reared around the ideals of 
“respect, honesty, and humility:’ As a youth, Darion earned money in the hot Mississippi 
summers by pulling cockleburs from the mile-long crop rows of neighboring fields. His first taste 
of football came in the seventh grade and it was a painful lesson for which he contemplated giving 
up the sport. But his mother wouldn't let him quit and he was back at practice the next day. He 
went on to become a star athlete at Noxubee County High in football, basketball and track.

Last Season 


Floyd caught at least one pass in every game in 1990 and finished second on the club's 
receiving charts with 38 receptions, four TD’s, and 339 yards. Dixon began the season with a 
team-high 5 catch, 60 yard, effort in the opening day victory over the Oilers. He also collared 
two other five-reception games against the 49ers in Week 3 and versus the Bears in Week 10 
and recorded his best yardage games against those same opponents with 73 and 53 yards, 
respectively. Two of his four total TD's on the year came in the national televised win over the 
Bengals when he hauled in grabs from 11 and three yards out. Floyd also caught all 11-yard score 
on the last play of the game at Cleveland. 


Pro Career 


Dixon has now caught at least 25 passes in each of his five NFL seasons. He stands in eighth 
place on the club's receiving charts with 169 career catches and 2,341 yards. He moved ahead 
of Billy Johnson last season and needs just 17 aerials to pass RB Gerald Riggs (186) and 19 
to leap in front of Alfred Jackson (188) while he is 304 yards away from RB William Andrews 
yardage total and moving into seventh place. He was the top rookie receiver in the League in 
1986 with a single season career-best of 42 catches for 617 yards. He received immediate 
recognition among all Falcon fans when he hauled in a clutch 65-yard grab in his third game 
as a pro at Dallas to put the birds in position for the winning field goal and a perfect 3-0 start 
in '86. His best game as a Falcon was against Philly as he snared 8 receptions for 146 yards 
and he also had an 105-yard receiving day in a win over the Redskins. Floyd has recorded longs 
of 61, 53t, and 5it yards in addition to his 65-yarder.

The studious Dixon weighed offers to go to Texas A & M on an engineering scholarship and 
academic-minded Rice and Texas Tech for football grants, as well as Georgia Tech for track and 
chemical engineering. He chose S.F.A. so he could stay close to his family in Beaumont, Texas 
and play for the passing style offense of the nearby school. The 5-7, 156 pound high school senior 
finally decided on pursuing a football career after watching the 5-9 Mark Duper of the Dolphins 
catch passes on TV and he was convinced there could be a place for him in pro football. He 
grew to 5-9 and 170 pounds and his game grew as well as he finished with 146 catches for 2,661 
yards and 28 touchdowns in 44 career games. He was a successful member of the track team, 
boasting a 10.3 in the 100, and headlined the 400-meter relay team. His other receiving mate 
was future NFL player James Noble of the Redskins and Colts.

As a youngster growing up in Beaumont, Texas, Floyd spent his spare time learning math and 
science because there were no brothers and kids around to play sports with in the neighborhood.

Big Bill's power blocking paved the way for an offense that finished in the top 10 in the NFL in 
passing, lime of possession, points scored, total offense, and touchdowns scored, The four-time 
Pro Bowler started all 16 games, avoiding any serious injuries, for the first time since 1986, Fralic 
opened holes for RB Mike Rozier’s 3, 100-yard rushing days and a team-best 222 yard effort at 
Tampa Bay as well as protecting Chris Miller for his career-best 366 yard passing game in the win 
over the Saints, and his three passing TD’s versus the 49ers. Although he missed the Pro Bow! 
for the first time in four years, his efforis in the trenches was rewarded with a berth on Football 
Digest's first team All-Pro squad. 


Pro Career 


Despite missing the Pro Bowl for the first time in four years, Bill went about his usual business 
of muscling opponents. Fralic still holds the distinction of being the only NFL guard to play in four 
Pro Bowls in-a-row from 1986-89. Accolades have come often to a player who goes by the simple, 
but aptly termed, nickname of ‘Bull!’ He's gone from Sports Illustrated’s Rookie of the Year, to 
All-Pro, to the All-Madden team. His impact has been so influential that he was voted to the second 
team All-NFL Team of the Decade, although he played in only five of the 10 years in the 1980's. 
“He comes off the ball strong and doesn't give an inch,” said fellow Pro Bowler Tom Newberry 
of the Rams. “Our job is hand-to-hand combat, beating the other guy physically, Bill's very good 
al that.” Fralic was coveted so much by the Falcons that they traded away their #1 pick and a 3rd 
round pick to Minnesota (who picked LB Tim Meamber) for the right to choose the Pittsburgh All- 
America with the second overall selection. His toughness and grit are well known. In his very first 
game against the Lions he cracked the joints in his neck and shoulder on a play in which he was 
twisted in an awkward angle. No problem. Bill just went to the sidelines, grabbed three Tylenol's, 
and never missed a down. He's played in 88 NFL games, missing only one start, despite going 
“under the knife” arthroscopically for his left knee (twice), left elbow and fractured right finger. Bill 
was a tackle in college but was switched to guard the first time he took the field because of a contract 
holdout of R.C. Thielemann. He became the highest paid offensive lineman in the League when 
he signed a contract prior to the '89 season.

The Fralics are an athletic family with older 
brothers, Mike and Joe, setting the football trend as the pair were both offensive tackles at South 
Carolina and Marshall, respectively. Young Bill was just your average 7 pound, three ounce baby 
at birth, but grew quickly. He shot up to 175 pounds at the age of nine but then stood 6 feet tall 
and weighed in at 210 pounds at 12 years-old.

Last Season 


Scott finished his second season with the Falcons with the NFC’s fourth-best net average at 
36.0 and a gross of 41.6. His 15 punts inside the 20 were the second-most in his career. Fulhage 
had at least one punt over 50 yards in eight games last year. In the rematch at New Orleans, he 
punted eight times for a season-high game average of 45.5 and a season-best net of 41.3, He 
dropped three kicks inside the 20, with two of those falling inside the 10, and had a pair of punts 
over 50 yards to gain Miller Lite Player of the Game accolades. Scott's other top game came in 
the big victory over Dallas as he carried a 45.0 gross average and 37.3 net. He booted three punts 
over 50 yards at Detroit and his longs on the year included shots of 59, 56, 55, 53, 52, 51 and 50 
yards. He even stuck his helmet in there to make a TD saving tackle on Rod Woodson of the 
Steelers. 


Pro Career 


The fifth-year pro came to the Falcons, his fifth NFL team, after being released from the Bengals 
during the '89 training camp. In his first season in Atlanta, Scott led the NFC with 24 punts inside 
the 20 and was ninth in the League with a 41.3 average. Fulhage's first pro tryout was with the 
Buffalo Bills in 1985. After being released, he signed on with team two, the Redskins a year later 
for their '86 camp but didn’t make the final cut. Scott's NFL odyssey, team three, continued in 
Cincinnati in '87 and although he was eventually let go on the last day, he caught on with the 
Bengals replacement team. Despite pacing the League in those three games with a 44.4 average, 
he had to search for another team when the strikers returned and he landed with team four in Green 
Bay. He had to rebound again after the Packers gave him his walking papers on Nov. 3 and, as 
fate would have it, he was re-signed by the Bengals two days later. His job as the regular punter 
ended after 96 punts and a 40 yard average on December 21, 1988 as he was forced onto Injured 
Reserve with a back problem. His best outing of his career came against New England in '89 as 
a member of the Falcons when he punted seven times for 344 yards, a 49.1 average, with an NFL- 
long 65 yarder, and three kicks inside the 20 to win the weekly Golden Toe Award.

One of the consistent run-stoppers in the ‘Black Wave" defense, Mike's skills were a 
complement to Coach Glanville's new attack system. Gann enjoyed his best statistical season 
of his six-year career with his first-ever, 100 plus tackle campaign, finishing with a career-high 
116 stops.

Gann came into 
the League with a reputation as a pass rusher but has shown a penchant for chasing down 
running backs. He alrnost attended Oklahoma and would have been teamed with Rick Bryan 
and Tony Casillas on a formidable line, but changed his mind after signing a letter of intent so 
his family could watch him play closer to their new Chicago home. The Falcons were so 
impressed with Gann in his rookie camp that they traded away incumbent Don Smith and a year 
later Gann moved past #1 choice Mike Pitts on the depth chart and he was eventually traded 
to Philadelphia. 


College 


A big-play maker at Notre Dame, Gann collected 172 career tackles, including 34 for losses, 
and trapped the quarterback 21 times. He was voted the team's top defensive player in 1984 
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with 10 sacks, three forced fumbles and five recovered fumbles while playing all four years for 
coach Gerry Faust. 


Personal 


A Parade All-America in high school, the native of Lakewood, Colorado was also an all-state 
choice as both an offensive guard and defensive end. He helped guide Lakewood High to the 
Colorado state crown in '79 as a senior captain and doubled as the school's catcher on the 
baseball team. He was born in Stillwater, Oklahoma and watched his brother, Mark, stay in the 
state and play for the Sooners. He's been called an altar-boy look-a-like by one of his first Falcon 
coaches but changed to Mr. Mean when he hits the field by another. He holds a Marketing degree 
and has done work on a Masters in Management. Gann gives his time to community affairs like 
Georgia Special Olympics and the Boy Scouts and also draws a crowd when he attends church 
youth group sessions. He supports the ‘Bee A Buckler” campaign, which espouses the safety 
of seat belts, An outdoorsman, Mike likes to fish on his own bass boat, work in the yard, or take 
in a round of golf in his spare time. Mike's wife, Judy, holds a degree in accounting with a 3.9 
GPA, so we know who is in charge of keeping tabs on the family’s finances. The Little League 
baseball coach has one son, Michael Joseph, and a daughter, Mindy, and they were expecting 
their third in June.

Last Season 


The six-year product from Syracuse finally found his niche along the Falcons frontline while 
recording a second 100 tackle season. Tim made another career change moving from his 
linebacker position to the defensive line. By all indications, Green made a smooth transition to a 
full-time down linemen as he experienced a career year. He led his position with a personal-high 
121 tackles, fifth-best mark on the club. A relentless worker, the former No. 1 pick also paced the 
team with a career-high six QB sacks for a minus 36 yards and had a team-best 37 QB pressures. 
He was the only lineman to start all 16 games and tied Aundray Bruce for the team lead with four 
forced fumbles. He registered 11 stops and six QB pressures of Jim Everett in the Rams victory 
and had a pair of 10-tackle efforts against the Bears (with 5 pressures) and in the win over the Saints. 
Tim also had two, nine-tackle days, and three games with eight tackles apiece. At Tampa Bay, he 
sacked Vinny Testaverde twice and put pressure on him four other times. Green won Miller Lite 
Player of the Game honors for recovering two Steeler fumbles and making eight tackles in Week 
9. Coaches were convinced Tim could make the adjustment in preseason when he recorded three 
sacks versus the Packers. 


Pro Career 


Until last year, Green had been searching for a position to call his own and show the consistency 
expected of a #1 draft pick. He made the most of a new opportunity in '90 and silenced some critics 
in the process while returning to his familiar spot in college. Tim has played every linebacker position 
from inside to out. He endured his third position change in three years to inside backer in 1988. 
Tim lost out on a chance to make his first NFL season opening start after a strong training camp 
due to a hyperextended elbow suffered two days before facing the Lions and had to play catch 
up the entire year. In 1989, Green was listed as a defensive end/linebacker, often times lining up 
as a down lineman in certain situations, and was getting comfortable. He was third on the team 
with 88 tackles at his hybrid position when Head Coach Marion Campbell retired with three games 
remaining. The club decided to experiment with younger players and Green was asked to split 
time on the outside. But it was because of his play on the frontline that caught Coach Glanville’s 
eye and he decided to make him a full-time lineman. 


Year-By-Year 


1989: Green started 14 games at three different positions (ROLB, LOLB and RE) and collected 
his first 100-plus tackle season with a third-best 111 stops. His five QB sacks were third on the club 
and he also chipped in with 16 QB pressures, and a forced and recovered fumble. 
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1988: After six weeks on IR (elbow), Tim came on strong to record 50 tackles, including five 
starting assignments. Over the second half of the season, his play in a special "Waco Gang" 
defense with him moving around enabled the Falcons to yield just 95 points in the final eight 
games. He had a 10-tackle game vs, the Rams in Week 15. 


1987: In Week 9, Tim's season was cut short with a knee injury. He had blocked a field goal to 
help save a win over the Redskins in Week 2. Then, the players strike came and Tim decided 
to stay and play. Against a 49ers ‘'replacement'' team of Montana, Craig, Clark, Francis, Fuller, 
etc., Tim had 15 tackles and a QB sack, 


1986: He played the final 11 games of his rookie year, bouncing back from IR and a ruptured 
calf muscle.

Timothy John is one of three children of Richard, a systems analyst, and Judy Green, a teacher, 
of Syracuse, NY. He gets his love of reading from his parents who would bring home books from 
the library for him to thumb through.

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MacPherson once said, ‘Tim's the kind of guy governors and senators are made from.’ He 
worked on the Georgia Council on Child Abuse radio-a-thon and visits children's hospitals, A 
family man, Tim can be found in the offseason sharing time with bride Illyssa, and 1-year-old 
son, Thane.

Michael suffered through an injury plagued season last year which limited the fourth-year 
receiver to 10 starts in 13 games played and only 31 receptions. His effectiveness was hampered 
by a fractured hand, left ankle and right ankle sprains, a thigh bruise and knee sprain. He 
registered season-highs of four catches each in an opening victory over the Oilers and at 
Chicago. He had a season-best 70-yard receiving day on three grabs against the Eagles and 
66-yards on another three aerials in a win over the Saints. The speedy Northern Arizona product 
also had long catches of 60 yards (vs Detroit) and 55 yards (vs Philly) but did not score a 
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touchdown for the first time in his career, He was on the Inactive List due to injury for three games, 


Pro Career 


Haynes had his lowest output since his rookie year in 1990 because of a variely of injuries. 
When healthy though, this seventh round pick has provided the Falcons with a much-needed 
breakaway threat. He made his catches count as an unheralded rookie when he snared a pair 
of game-winning grabs with a 49-yarder at Philadelphia (which was his first NFL TD) and a 37-yard 
reception, falling down ina rainstorm, against Tampa Bay.

Last Season 


Big Chris got off to a slow start last year due to contract negotiations which saw him report 
at the end of training camp in time to suit up for the last preseason game at New England, only 
to strain his left calf muscle. Hinton did not play in the season opener versus Houston while he 
“rehabed" his injured calf. He continued to work himself into shape and saw action in the next 
three contests and moved into the starting lineup at right tackle against the Niners in Week 6. 
He went on to start the remaining 12 games of the year and exhibited the kind of all-star form 
which would garner him votes as a first alternate to the Pro Bowl and honorable mention on the 
AP All-Pro team. ''Chris isn’t just blocking guys, he's mauling them,” noted Coach Glanville after 
Week 14. ‘This is the type of play we expected from a Pro Bowl player.’ Hinton laid the final 
block on Cowboy Jesse Solomon to spring Mike Rozier for a club record 67-yard run. 


Pro Career 


After five Pro Bow! nominations at left tackle, Hinton was asked to move to right tackle in his 
eighth pro season. He missed all of training camp while he and the Falcons negotiated a new 
contract and his progression was slowed by a bad calf once he reported. He worked his way 
into the starting rotation versus the 49ers and was a solid contributor the rest of the season. Chris’ 
first of six Pro Bowl trips came as a right guard in 1983 as he became the first rookie in the NFL 
to go to Hawaii in his inaugural season. An injury riddled ’84 season ended a streak of 21 straight 
Starts for the Northwestern grad when he went on IR with a fractured fibula in Week 7. Hinton 
returned strong in '85 to shift to left tackle and earn another Pro Bow! nod. He led a Colts line 
which helped establish the highest rush per average for a season in over 10 years in the NFL 
with a 5.0 mark. Chris made his third position change in his career when he moved to left guard 

for the remaining three games of the '86 campaign after occupying his

Anacademic-minded Hinton decided to forego other Big Ten offers and attend Northwestern 
because of the educational opportunities. Chris played three different positions with the Wildcats 
and began his collegiate career as an outside linebacker.

Last Season

Keith capped off his season by running back the second half kickoff 76 yards for a touchdown 
to deflate the Cowboys playoff hopes and steer the Falcons to a convincing 26-7 victory. Jones’ 
jaunt was the seventh longest in team history and the first KOR for a score since Sylvester Stamps 
went 97 yards at San Francisco on Dec. 20, 1987. The former third round pick from Illinois started

Brian has been just as adept at picking up another sport as he was at learning the Falcons 
“Black Wave” defense last year. One week after the '90 football season was over, Jordan was 
in Baltimore, Maryland reviewing a Triple A baseball contract with the St, Louis Cardinals as 
an outfielder. He was invited to the birds 1991 spring training in St. Pete but was assigned to 
their AAA affiliate, the Louisville Redbirds. In 15 games through the month of April, Brian was 
eighth in the league in hitting, batting .333 (17 hits in 51 AB) with 3doubles, 2 triples, and 9 RBI. 
He also boasted a slugging percent of .471, as well as a .393 on-base percent. Jordan made 
only one error splitting time in left and center field. He only needed 50 games to climb to the 
AA level with the Arkansas Travelers of the Texas League last year after batting .349 with two 
homers and 11 RBI's at Class A in St. Petersburg in '89.

Brian tallied 224 tackles, 15 for losses, 11 interceptions, a fumble recovery and 
21 passes defensed at the school at the state capital of Virginia. He began his career at Richmond 
as a strong safety but was moved to right cornerback. The third-team All-America and team MVP 
as a senior also returned 61 punts for 708 yards in his career, with a TD to his credit, and had 
17 lifetime KOR’s for an additional 326 yards. He was 6th in the country in his last year in a Spider 
football uniform in punt return average, sporting a 14.5 mark, and was 4th as a junior (10.8). His 
three pickoffs against Maine (all in the first half) tied a school record. He batted 359, with 10 
homers, 36 RBI's, 14 doubles and 27 stolen bases (out of 33 attempts) in an All-America senior 
season in baseball and holds the school record with 57 thefts.

Rich spent the first seven years with the Denver Broncos where he scored over 100 points in 
a season four times.

He also scored at least a point in 69 
conseculive games for Denver, the longest streak in team history. Karlis was signed by the Vikings 
after being released by the Broncos on Sept. 9, 1989 when he and Denver management could 
not come to a contract agreement. He promptly went on to establish club records for FG’s in a 
season with 31 and set an NFL mark by booting 7-7 FG’s in a game against the Rams. For his 
career, the accurate kicker has booted 172 of 239 field goal attempts for a .720 percentage and 
hit 187 of 196 PAT’s.

Last Season 


Mike started every game in a season for the ninth time in his career last year when he lined 
up at his usual left tackle spot. He was recognized for his consistent play by Sports Illustrated 
which named him to their All-Pro team and he was also a member of the honorable mention 
AP All-Pro squad. Kenn’s weekly assignment on the Falcons left side has him facing some of 
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the League's best linebackers and he was equal to the challenge again in '90 as he shut down 
the likes of the Saints Pat Swilling and the Rams Kevin Greene. He opened up gaps in the line 
for Mike Rozier's three, 100 yard rushing efforts, and the club's season-high 222 yards on the 
ground at Tampa Bay. Mike couldn't practice all week prior to the Saints encounter in Week 12 
after sitting out the second half against the Eagles with a calf injury the week before, but still 
managed to start and play the entire game. He's only missed eight full games in his steady 13 
year career, which now spans 189 games. 


Pro Career 


Kenn now stands second on the Falcons all-time games played and started list with 189 to 
trail only Jeff Van Note. His 13 seasons in a Falcon uniform are also second only to Van Note’s 
in club history. Mike has been a fixture on the birds line since being the third lineman tabbed 
on the first round of the 1978 draft. He has been chosen to five Pro Bowls in his long and 
productive tenure in the League and was considered the best lineman in the NFL from 1980-84. 
His NFL journey has taken in all three Falcon playoff appearances, 90 straight starts to begin 
his career, and five consecutive Pro Bow! berths. Because of Mike's year-round dedication to 
fitness, he's avoided any serious injury. His torn Knee ligaments in 1985 took him out of the lineup 
for five games, which is the most action he's ever missed. He's paved the way for the top three 
passing seasons in team annals and the top three rushing seasons in history. Some of the players 
he's blocked for include Pro Bowlers William Andrews, Steve Bartkowski, Gerald Riggs and John 
Settle, He protected Chris Miller during his record 37-66 passing outing and was there as Andre 
Rison set a club receiving mark last year.

Last Season 


The Falcons pulled off a draft day trade to acquire the veteran cornerback as they surrendered 
1991, third and 12th round picks to Miami. Tim led the playoff Dolphins with 17 passes defensed, 
added four interceptions, and made 44 tackles (37 solo stops) on the year. He was a key ingredient 
in the Dolphins improved pass defense all season which finished 5th in the NFL. His highlights 
included: two interceptions against Bubby Brister of the Steelers; four tackles, three passes 
defensed and a forced fumble vs. Patriots; and seven tackles vs. Jets. McKyer also came up big 
against the Seahawks as he picked off a Dave Krieg pass on the Dolphins own four-yard line late 
in the game to stop a drive in Miami's 24-17 win. He registered six tackles in that Seattle outing 
as well. In the playoffs, Tim made six solo stops, with four coming against Buffalo, and two at the 
hands of the Chiefs. He started out slow when he was sidelined with a groin pull in the Dolphins 
training camp which forced him to miss the team’s first preseason game and see limited action 
in two others. 


Pro Career 


The talented McKyer has two Super Bowl rings and added another Playoff experience last year 
to his winning NFL career dossier. Tim upped his games played and started numbers to 67/61 in 
his four seasons in the League. He boasts an unusually high 80 lifetime passes defensed to go 
along with his 20 interceptions. He will be playing for his third team in five years as he began his 
career as a third round draft pick of San Francisco in 1986. McKyer was a member of the 49ers 
World Championship teams in 1988 (Super Bow! XXIII vs. Cincinnati) and 1989 (Super Bow! XXIV 
vs. Denver) and brings a Playoff attitude to the Falcons, which spans 10 post season games played 
(and a winning 7-3 record). Tim was acquired by the Dolphins from the 49ers in exchange for 
Miami's 11th round draft pick in 90 and second round pick in ‘91. McKyer has had the luxury of

Ironically, it was through a speech given by former 49er Bobby 
Leopold at McKyer's prep banquet as a high school senior that made Tim believe he could excel 
if he kept his priorities in line. He sums up his community work by saying . . . ‘You've got to 
give something back. It doesn't have to be money. It can be your time or influence.’ Tim was 
an active baby as his mother, Lillie, recalls him talking regularly at the age of 18 months. Not 
as flashy as some might think, Tim still drives his Volkswagon Rabbit. 


College 


Tim excelled for the Mavericks of the University of Texas at Arlington, starting three straight 
years, An All-Southland Conference choice as a junior and senior, he amassed 115 career tackles 
and 10 interceptions. He also split time as a punt returner and part-time wide receiver. McKyer 
ran back 45 punts for 323 yards, with one touchdown, and caught four passes for 107 yards, 
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with two scores. The compuler science major collected a career-best five interceptions during 
his junior season. 


Personal 


Timothy Bernard is the seventh child in a family of nine (seven brothers and two sisters). He 
was reared in a government housing project in Orlando. His father, Harrison, drove a truck while 
his mother, Lillie, cleaned houses to feed the kids. The family moved to Port Arthur, Texas when 
young Tim was only two years old. Tragedy struck when his father was shot and killed as he 
was searching for a job back in Orlando. Tim assumed the “man of the house” responsibilities 
as a teenager as he took up odd jobs to bring money into the family. ‘It could have been easy 
for me to turn the other way,” said McKyer. ‘“But | didn’t because | wanted to be somebody." 
An all-around athlete, he played football, basketball and competed as a high jumper for the track 
team at Port Arthur High. He was offered scholarships to Oklahoma and Texas Tech but instead 
chose a more intimate campus at Texas-Arlington. McKyer continued to try to help his mother 
make ends meet during his summer months in college as he filled the role of garbage man and 
had another job on a loading dock. When he signed his first contract he made sure Lillie shared 
in his moment of glory by buying her an Oldsmobile 98, and a four bedroom, three-bath house. 
His younger brothers, Kenneth (a cornerback), and Jarvis (a running back), followed in Tim's 
gridiron footsteps as prepsters.

When the young, but “‘seasoned,” Chris Miller fills out his 1990 resume it would be full of notable 
feats, including a career-high 17 passing touchdowns and a personal-best 75 yard TD, The 
orchestrator of the team's new Red Gun offense also composed a streak of 13 straight games with 
a passing TD (one shy of team record) but also suffered a season-ending broken collarbone in 
Week 13. Let's take a look at the impressive '90 resume of the six-year pro from Oregon. 


* His 2,735 passing yards were 4th in NFL at time of his injury, behind only Moon, Montana, 
Everett, and his 222 completions were 5th while his TD's were 7th. 

* Had eight passes completed of over 50 yards or more, with three being over 70 yards, 

* Had streaks of 110 and 77 passes thrown without an interception. 

Passed for a personal-best 366 yards (23-44) in winning NFC Offensive Player of Week honors 

in leading team to victory over Saints. His effort also included 82 passing yards and a TD in 

game-winning drive in which he completed two, 4th down passes. He also threw for 337 yards 

(25-41) versus 49ers. 

Enjoyed 8 games where he completed at least 58% of his throws, including a 72% (second- 

best of career) in the win over the Bengals, to finish with a career-high 572% passing accuracy. 

Experienced a stretch where he tossed 10 TD's and only 1 pickoff in Weeks 5-8 and recorded 

six games without an interception. 

* Was 18-31 for 291 yards and a career-best tieing 3 TD's versus the Niners, with longs of 75 
and 72 yards. 

* Recorded the most gross and net yards passing in a single game of his career in '90. He also 

had the second most completions and the second and third most attempts, along with the 

second-best completion percentage. He also completed four of his top six longest passes 

as a Falcon last year. 

Forced to sidelines three times with injuries against SF (sprained knee), Philly (bruised chest), 

and Tampa Bay (collarbone) and was on pace to have one of the best seasons by a Falcon 

QB when LB Keith McCants fell on his right collarbone from behind after he had been tackled 

by another player during a third quarter scramble. 


1 Pro Career © 3 —____-______ 
An experienced, but still young, signal-caller at age 25, Miller has been rapidly moving up the 
team's career charts. He passed Bob Berry's totals last year for lifetime attempts and completions 
and is now second only to Steve Bartkowski with his 8,879 yards through the air. His 6,144 passing 
yards by the age of 24 (through the '89 season) trailed only the likes of Joe Namath, Fran Tarkenton, 
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Dan Marino and Bernie Kosar in NFL history. Chris’ career started out slow due to contract 
negotiations, which held him out of action in his rookie strike year until Oct. 30, but has now 
reached 42 starts and 43 games played. In almost half of his games played total, the accurate 
passer has come away without an interception in a game 15 times. In his first start, he completed 
the most passes ever by a Falcon rookie against the soon-to-be World Champion Niners but 
he lost. He returned, though, to the city by the bay to pull off a 34-17 upset the following year, 
which included a crucial rushing TD at the end of the half to provide added momentum. His 71.1 
lifetime QB rating is third on the team's all-time list. 


Year-By-Year 


1989: Chris led NFL in lowest interception % at 1.9, with streaks of 185 and 122 passes without 
an interception. He became only the second QB in team history to pass for 3,000 yards as he 
totaled 3,459 (third highest total ever), which ranked Sth in NFL. He registered three, 300-yard 
passing games and in the season finale against Detroit attempted 66 passes (2nd most ever 
in League history) for a club record 37 completions. Miller also chipped in with some fancy 
footwork as he booted a 25-yard field goal at San Francisco. 


1988: In 13 games, he passed for 2,133 yards, the most since Bartkowski in 1984. He posted 
a 5-5 mark in the games he started and finished, losing the three he had to leave with injuries. 
He had ankle and elbow injuries and a concussion that took him out of action. Highlights included 
awin over the soon to be World Champion 49ers at Candlestick (34-17) and road wins over the 
Eastern Champion Eagles and the L.A. Raiders. His 3.4 interception rate was lower than big 
name QB's like Esiason, Marino, Kelly, Elway or Everett. Chris had his first NFL three-TD game 
at the Eagles (no interceptions). 


1987: Some “experts” thought him being picked in the first round (third QB) was a reach" and 
that the club should have taken others like those chosen right after him (D. J. Dozier, John Clay, 
John Bosa), Then, contract talks bogged down and he missed all of camp and didn't sign until 
Oct. 30. In the final three games, Chris was thrown into battle starting at halftime vs. the Rams 
with the team down 26-0. His second half was 10-20 for 170. Then, the 3-10 Falcons went to San 
Francisco to face the Division champs and Chris got the start. It was a 13-36 for 186-yard day 
(most by a Falcon QB in his first start), but with the blitzing 49ers and a big lead, he was sacked 
three times and threw four interceptions. The season finale was his home debut, another uphill 
struggle that was a 196-yard day with his first NFL TD pass vs. Detroit and another four- 
interception outing.

NFC Offensive Player of the Week accolades in leading the birds 
over the rival Saints. He threw for 212 of his career-high 366 yards in 
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the second half and guided the Falcons down the field for the game-winning TD toss by 
completing a pair of clutch, fourth-down passes to Andre Rison, including a 45-yard connection 
on 4th and 2 at their own 28-yard line. Miller's early football exploits were captured on ABC TV's 
25th Anniversary video as the eight-year old from Oregon competed in the Punt, Pass & Kick 
national finals at Atlanta’s Fulton County Stadium (with Coach Norm Van Brocklin on the 
sidelines), Sheldon High in Eugene, OR, lists Miller, Todd Christiansen (Raiders) and current 
49er Michael Walter as NFL alums. Chris grew up in the same neighborhood as the Walters. 
He welcomed a fellow Oregon native and golfing partner to the Falcon fold when June Jones 
(Portland State) was added to the staff in the offseason. Speaking of golf, Chris shot a 75 at famed 
Augusta once and flew his father in to attend last year's Masters. 


Pro Baseball Career 


Chris opted to bypass an offer from the Toronto Blue Jays after he was drafted by the AL East 
club out of high school (June of '83). In June of 1985, he was picked on the fifth round by the 
Seattle Mariners and accepted their offer of a pro contract. He didn’t get a chance to showcase 
his talents until a year later because of a broken right throwing hand. His first taste of minor league 
ball came al Bellingham of the Northwest League In 1986 as he hit .556 and provided a steady 
glove at shortstop, He was promoted to the California League with the Salinas affiliate and ran 
into Major League veterans such as Steve Howe, Mike Norris and faced John Candelaria in his 
first at-bat. He batted .101 with a 933 fielding percentage in 27 games that summer but decided 
his future probably was at quarterback and not shortstop. 


College 

Miller dusted off the Oregon record book and placed his name in front of such notable alumni 
as ex-Falcon Bob Berry, Norm Van Brocklin and Dan Fouts, Before his career was over, he set 
13 school marks, passing for 6,681 yards in 34 starts. The first PAC-10 QB since Stanford's Jim 
Plunkelt in 1969-70 to win all-conference first team status two consecutive years, he finished 
with 18, 200-plus passing games. A 376-yard effort versus USC and a 368-yard, four TD affair 
against San Diego State, were his top collegiate games. Chris tossed 49 lifetime TD's and 
boasted a low interception percentage of 3.8. The MVP of the Hula Bowl and the outstanding 
North player in the Senior Bow! was 12th in the NCAA as a senior in total offense average with 
a 2317 mark and his 2,503 passing yards, 216 completions and 60.7% passing accuracy were 
all school records. “Miller Time” was a natural to attend the University of Oregon for it was just 
down the road from his family's Eugene home. 


Personal 


Chris and sister, Liz, are a part of a close knit family which includes parents, Jess and Jane 
Miller. The Millers follow their son's football path closely as they catch a few Falcon games in 
person each year and watch the rest on their satellite dish. A game day phone cail from Chris 
is standard fare as is mom and dad's presence at Candlestick Park every year. He always sends 
Falcon items back home so his proud parents can display them al their printing shop in Eugene. 
Christopher James was born in Pomona, CA, but the family moved when he was seven years 
old. An all-around athlete, Chris was big into basketball, especially early in his high school career. 
At Sheldon H.S., he quit football to devote more time to hoops but picked it back up as a junior 
only to be sidelined with a leg injury after taking only 10 snaps. But as a senior his leadership 
skills helped guide his team to an 8-1 record, a trip to the AAA Playoffs, and account for 1,617 
yards, with 12 TD's. He likes to play cards in his spare time, golf, and drive his white and black 
Porsche 911. Chris gave $1,700 to the Children’s Miracle Network ($100 per passing TD) last 
year, enjoys going to see children in hospitals, and was the team's United Way representative 
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for two years. Chris married his college girlfriend, Jennifer Barbison, on April 27, and the 
newlyweds reside in Roswell, GA.

Last Season 


Once again John was his usual productive self last year. The defensive signal-caller and co- 
caplain established a career-high with 145 tackles, including a personal-best 74 assists. "Radar" 
zeroed in to register a career-best total of 17 tackles versus Phoenix. The nine-year veteran also 
had a 16 tackle effort at the Rams and a 15 stop affair against the 49ers. His other 15 tackle outing 
came in his 100th game in a Falcon uniform, which included several goal line stops, to aide the 
Falcons in breaking a five-game losing streak to the Rams. He also had two, 14-tackle games, 
and added nine special teams tackles, four passes defensed, five QB pressures and a batted 
ball to his totals.

Gilbert's travels started in Atlanta after a career in the CFL, then landed him in Minnesota, and 
eventually back to the Falcons. Renfroe was released by the birds three times, then re-signed by 
the club twice in the month of September, when injuries in the secondary necessitated his release. 
He signed with the Vikings on Sept. 26 and was on the roster until being waived on Nov. 21 when 
injured QB Wade Wilson returned. He never dressed for a game with Minnesota and was on the 
Inactive List for all six contests. Atlanta once again re-signed the former CFL star to the Practice 
Squad on Dec. 12 and he was activated off that squad on Dec. 19 to provide back-up for Hugh 
Millen for the final two games of the '90 season. 


Pro Career 


Reniroe’s career has spanned two pro Leagues with his matriculation to the NFL last season. 
He performed four years in the Canadian Football League where he passed for 8,185 yards, rushed 
for 511 yards and totaled 46 touchdowns. Gilbert's success in the CFL included being voted an 
Eastern all-star in leading his club to a 14-4 mark in 1988 which also featured a 4,113 passing season. 
He guided the Toronto Argonauts to the Eastern Final that year against Winnipeg. In 1987, Gilbert 
paced Toronto to 13 victories and had his team leading in the third quarter of the Grey Cup, 27-20, 
when he was felled with a knee injury. His best game of the CFL career was against Edmonton 
as he threw for 418 yards, completing 24 of 40 passes. He signed with the Ottawa Roughriders 
after college in 1986 and earned four staris as a rookie, passing for 1,051 yards, rushing for 174 
more yards, and combining for 8 scores. He also came off the bench to lead the Argos to a victory 
over Montreal.

Rison was the 22nd pick overall in the first round of the 1989 draft by Indianapolis. He was 
the second most productive rookie receiver, behind the Falcons Shawn Collins, as he collared 
52 catches for 820 yards, with four TD's, to earn a spol on everyone's All-NFL rookie team. He 
also added 170 return yards and 18 rushing yards for an all-purpose total of 1,008. Andre started 
13 games for the Colts while seeing action in all 16 contests and posted a trio of 100-yard games. 
Counting last year, he has caught a pass in 31 of his 32 NFL games played as his only shutout 
came in Week 16 against the Rams when he played the entire game on a sprained knee. He 
passed the 100-catch plateau in 1990 in his 24th career game, becoming the third fastest wide 
receiver in NFL history to reach the feat. Only Gary Clark (21) and Al Toon (23) reached 100 
receptions faster than Rison and Clark's mark came after he had gained two years of pro 
experience in the USFL. Rison eclipsed RB William Andrews’ team record of 81 receptions in 
the season finale against Dallas on a Hugh Millen pass in the fourth quarter and his 1,208 
receiving yards were the second most of any Falcon wideout ever (to Alfred Jenkins’ 1,358) as 
were his 10 TD's (Jenkins record is 13).

Andre and 
Deion Sanders were guests of Grammy award winner, M.C, Hammer, at one of his concerts in 
Atlanta and the pair even got on stage to do a few dance steps with The Hammer, Showing his 
love for music, he lists that experience with the well-known rapper as one of his most exciting 
moments. Rison wears the same M.C. Hammer t-shirt from that concert under his jersey every 
game for good luck. Rison and Sanders were rivals in college but became good friends at the 
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post season all-star games and the dynamic duo attended the NBA All-Star gala together in Miami 
last year before they became teammates last April.

Andre left Michigan State with a school record 146 receptions for 2,992 yards and 20 TD's. 
His record breaking 1986 campaign established new MSU marks with an all-time season-best

The two-time all-state performer 
broke the school record for most career assists with 636 as he dished the ball to teammates 
and future NBAers Glenn Rice (Miami Heat) and Jeff Grayer (Milwaukee Bucks). Success also 
followed on the gridiron as he played eight different positions (QB, RB, WR, TE, S, CB, PK) and 
became an all-state punter in his junior year and All-America defensive back in his final season 
as a prep. Close cousin and current NY Giant Mark Ingram threw passes to Andre before Rison 
took over the helm to pass for 644 yards and 8 TD's and run for 346 more yards with four TD's. 
He also won a national championship as an outfielder and pitcher on a Fairmont (WV) AAU 
baseball squad before moving to Michigan. His mother persuaded him to look to the future and 
stick to football, namely; wide receiver, because .. . “Andre likes the glory and he thrives on 
touching the ball."

Last Season 


Mike shouldered the load of the running game over the final five weeks of the season, collecting 
three, 100-rushing days, and 457 total yards of his team-high 675 on the year. He played in three 
of Houston's first four games (10 rushes for 42 yards, 5 catches for 46 yards), including the opening 
day affair in Atlanta, and 13 games as a Falcon after being reunited with Coach Glanville on Oct. 
3, He led the birds in rushing attempts (153), rush average (3.6), and was tied for second in rushing 
TD's (3), besides toting the most yards by a Falcon back. He enjoyed a career day in the victory 
over the Cowboys when he gained a personal-best 155 yards on 21 carries, highlighted by a Falcon 
record-breaking 67-yard run to better Harmon Wages’ jaunt of 66-yards in 1969. The previous week 
he toted the pigskin another 21 times for 102 yards, making him the first running back to have 
consecutive 100 yard games since Gerald Riggs (on Nov. 30, 1986 and Dec. 7, 1986). When he 
rambled 23 times for 115 yards in his first start in Week 13 at Tampa Bay, it was the first time that 
a Falcon back rushed for 100-yards in 36 games. And it was also Rozier's first 100-yard outing since 
Dec. 11, 1988 in Houston. 


Pro Career 


Rozier's pro career has now reached 81 NFL games played (68 in Houston and 13 in Atlanta) 
with another 32 coming in the USFL. Take a glance at his pro experience which began as the first 
player selected overall in the 1984 USFL draft by the Pittsburgh Maulers. 

* Played in 14 games with 12 starts for the Maulers in the USFL in '84, rushing for 792 yards, 
with 3 TD's, catching 32 passes for 259 yards and 3 TD's. Best game was a 137-yard effort 
against Denver. 

Started all 18 games for Jacksonville Bulls in '85 and ended up second in League with 1,361 
yards on 320 carries for a 4.3 average and scored 12 TD's. He also caught 50 passes coming 
out of the backfield for 366 yards and three scores. His top USFL outing was a 199 yard game 
versus Orlando. He ended his USFL career with four TD's in the season finale against Denver. 
Reported to Houston after being granted free agency on July 1, 1985 and being selected in 
the Supplemental Draft. His NFL debut season witnessed a club-best 462 yards on 133 totes, 
with a team-high eight rushing TD's in 14 games (six starts). For the year, he played in 32 
pro games and totaled 2,285 all-purpose yardage. 

Led the Oilers in rushing four out of his five years in Texas. His best season was 1988 when 
he gained 1,002 yards and crossed the goaline 10 times. He just missed the 1,000 yard club 
in the strike shortened '87 campaign, rambling for 957 yards in 12 games, to finish third in 
the AFC and fourth in NFL. On the heels of five 100-yard games, including a then career- 
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high ofa 150-yarder and a 144-yard game, he earned a spot in his first Pro Bowl in '87 and 
would return again the next year.

Add 20 catches for 216 yards and 20 kickoffs 
for 449 yards and his all-purpose total reached 5,445 yards. He amassed 26, 100-yard games, 
and seven, 200-yard games in his illustrious career in Lincoln, NE. His 273 attempts and 2,148 
yards on the ground, with 29 TD's, paced the nation his senior season as the Cornhuskers were 
a perfect 12-0. The 2,148 yards were the second highest total ever in NCAA history, behind Marcus 
Allen's 2,342 in '81. He tied an NCAA mark for most 100-yard games in a season with 11 and 
left his name in the Big Eight record book six times, including most average yards per game 
in a season with 207.2 in '83 and most points in a season with 174. In addition to his Heisman 
Trophy and first team All-America status as a senior, he also won the Walter Camp Award and 
the Maxwell Club Player of the Year honors. He totaled 1,689 yards as a junior and 943 yards 
as a sophomore after transferring from Coffeyville (Kan.) Community College.

Last Season 


Deion Luwynn Sanders continued to add more credentials to his impressive personal football 
file in 1990. Let’s take a chronological look at Prime Time's” achievements in his second full season 
as a Falcon. 

HIGH-STEPPING OVER A MOON - With :24 remaining on the clock in the season opener, 
Sanders punctuates an overwhelming Falcons victory by intercepting a Warren Moon pass and 
high stepping down the sidelines past Moon for an 82-yard touchdown (fourth longest in club history) 
as the birds deal out a 47-27 rout of the Oilers. His return ends up being the longest of the season 
in the NFL and is the second straight year in which he's scored a TD on opening day. 

KICKIN‘ IT IN HIGH GEAR - The former Florida State product sets a personal-best by returning 
six kickoffs for 121 yards at Los Angeles and had two kickoffs of 42 and 36 yards called back due 
to penalties, 

PRIME TIME GOES LIVE - In front of a nationally televised audience on TNT in Week 8, 
dangerous Deion fields a Bengal punt early in the third quarter and rambles 79 yards for a 
touchdown, longest in team history, as the Falcons build an insurmountable 24-7 advantage. It marks 
the third straight week that Sanders totals over 100 all-purpose yards as the birds prevail 38-17. 

BLANKET COVERAGE - Deion goes one-on-one against deadly John Taylor of the 49ers most 
of the afternoon in Week 6 and holds the perennial Pro Bowler to only two catches for 15 yards. 

GOING THE DISTANCE IN STYLE - Sanders finishes off the season with the same dramatic 
flair as he began it by picking off a Babe Laufenberg pass with one hand and darting and slashing 
his way around defenders to go 61-yards for a score against the Cowboys. With the dazzling run, 
he tied a team record for interceptions returned for a TD in a single season and career. 

SOPHOMORE SUPERLATIVES - Deion ended up third in the NFL in combined yards with 1,101 
to trail only Mel Gray of Detroit and Rod Woodson of Pittsburgh. The 1,101 yards was the second 
best all-purpose total in a season by a Falcon and he becomes the only Falcon ever to score a 
TD on both a punt return and interception in the SAME season. He's the only NFC returner to have 
back-to-back 1,000-yards seasons. 

FABULOUS FIFTIES - Sanders becomes the only player in the NFL to gain 50 or more yards 
in three different categories (all coming in Falcon victories). He collected a 50-yard kickoff return 
against the Rams in Week 16 to go along with his team record 79-yard punt return versus the 
Bengals and his 61-yard interception TD against Dallas and 82-yard interception TD vs. Houston, 

ESTABLISHING TERRITORIAL RIGHTS - He leads the team with 18 passes defensed, including 
four knockdowns at Los Angeles and three apiece versus the 49ers and Lions. 
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Pro Career 


In just two short years on the football field, Deion has come to personify the words ‘making 
things happen”. He's electrified Falcon fans by returning two punts and two interceptions for 
flashy touchdowns. The gifted athlete is only five combined returns shy of breaking Rolland 
Lawrence's career record of 139. He is but 29 yards away from passing Ron Smith for combined 
yardage with his 2,133 total. His 67 returns for 1,101 yards in '90 were the second-best marks 
in Falcon history. Sanders has also held more than his own when facing the League's premier 
receivers with his blazing speed and instinctive coverage skills. Let’s take a closer inspection 
at the exploits of the controversial twa-sport figure who is known as ‘Prime Time’. 

SUGAR PROVES TO BE SWEET - He picks off an Auburn pass late in the 4th quarter to 
preserve a 13-7 victory for #2 ranked Florida State in the Jan. 1, 1989 Sugar Bowl as he intercepts 
the Jim Thorpe Award as the country’s top DB and boasts an NCAA leading 15.2 punt return 
average. 

MAKING WAVES OVERSEAS - Garners Defensive MVP Trophy at the Hula Bowl all-star game 
on Jan. 23 by coming up with an interception and deflecting four other passes. 

CHANGING SPORTS - He changes uniforms and shows up in Yankee pinstripes at spring 
training on Feb. 25 in Ft, Lauderdale. He plays in 117 games, with 33 coming at Double A Albany 
(.286 avg.) and 70 coming with the Triple A club in Columbus (.278 avg., 5 HR, 30 RBI). Deion 
plays 14 games with the Yanks and hits .234 with 7 RBI and 2 HR, 

RISING IN THE SOUTH - He is selected fifth overall in the April 23 draft by the Falcons and 
hits town sporting a black leather outfit complete with plenty of jewelry. 

DEION GLITTERS AT FIRST BIG SHOW - On May 30, he is brought up to the “Big Show", 
plays in famed centerfield at Yankee Stadium, collects a hit in four at-bats and throws oul a runner 
at third base. 

DIALING 8 FOR LONG DISTANCE - Steps up to the plate against the Brewers at Milwaukee 
County Stadium and slaps his first home run on June 4. 

ROLLING IN THE DOUGH - Becomes an official Falcon by inking biggest contract in team 
history and is in millionaire class on Sept. 7. 

STRANGE SURROUNDINGS - With media and curious teammates watching, he puts on the 
football pads and practices for the first time in seven months on Sept. 8. 

PRIME TIME DEBUT - In his first NFL game on the 9th of Sept, he returns his second pro 
punt 68 yards for a touchdown after only 5:21 seconds have ticked off the clock. He is the first 
modern day athlete to both hit a Major League home run and score an NFL touchdown in the 
same week. 

GIVING SOMETHING BACK - Showing he cares for kids, he donates $10,000 to Atlanta's 
Scottish Rite Children's Hospital. 

RED OCTOBER - On the first day of the month against the Packers in Milwaukee at the site 
of his first Major League homer, he goes the distance for a 96-yard kickoff return but it's called 
back due to a penalty. He would have been the first Falcon to score a TD by a KOR and punt 
and would have both hit a home run and scored a TD in the same stadium, 

STARTING A TREND - The rookie gets his first NFL starting call at cornerback vs New England 
(Oct. 15) and also records 111 return yards, including a 60-yard KOR, 

DABBLING AS SWITCH HITTER - He goes both ways and draws the attention of the defense 
as a wide receiver for a pair of plays vs Buffalo, He keeps a drive alive by attracting a pass 
interference call to get 4 first down. 

CATCHING UP - His initial NFL reception loses eight yards on a screen pass against New 
Orleans.

He customarily gives gifts to 
his fellow special teammers when they've helped him return a kickoff or punt for a touchdown 
as he handed out 10 Gucci watches to teammates for their role in his 68-yard punt return 
touchdown in '89. Deion doesn’t drink alcohol, take drugs or smoke cigarettes as he tries to be 
a role model for kids. He was the first Falcons player ever to be on the front of Sports Illustrated 
as he donned the cover of their Nov. 13, 1989 issue. He received his well-known nickname after 
high school friend and ex-Florida CB Richard Fain saw him throw down some "'Prime Time”’ 
dunks on the basketball court. On an ESPN interview with Roy Firestone, Deion admitted, ''I'm 
not only an athlete but |'m an entertainer’ He went on to say ., , “The fans work hard and pay 
a lot of money to see us play and they don't want to just see us knock heads and give the ball 
back to the referee. | like to give them something extra.” Deion’s numerous interview requests 
have included a Japanese television station, halftime of Monday Night Football, and spots on 
ESPN’s Up Close’’ and David Letterman. Sanders also has a weekly radio show on Atlanta's

Pro Baseball Career 


Sanders spurned an offer from the Kansas City Royals ($75,000) after being drafted out of 
high school to attend Florida State on a football scholarship. He was selected again by the New 
York Yankees in 1988 on the 30th round in the free agent draft and split time between Ft. 
Lauderdale, Sarasota and Columbus. He made the Yankees of Bucky Dent as a non-roster player 
by batting .364 in spring training in 1989. He eventually returned to the minors and appeared 
in a total of 14 big league games, hitting .234. Deion batted .158 (21 hits in 133 at-bats) in 57 
Major League games for the Yankees in 1990 with three homers and nine RBI'S, He was released 
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by New York on Sept. 26 and signed a minor league contract with the Atlanta Braves on Jan. 
30, 1991, expressing a desire to play two pro sports in the same city. Deion batted .281 in spring 
training with the Braves in West Palm Beach. He led the team in total bases with 29 and runs 
scored with 12, while finishing second in hits with 18 (in 64 at-bats), and had only one error, to 
make the Major League roster. He earned an opening day start in left field against the Dodgers, 
hitting leadoff, to become the first player to play baseball and football on the same field since 
1945, when Steve Filipowicz performed as an outfielder for the New York Giants and running 
back for the football Giants at the Polo Grounds. He also became the first pro athlete to play 
two sports for teams in the same city since Gene Conley played for the 1960-61 Boston Celtics 
and pitched for the 1961 Boston Red Sox. He was re-assigned to Richmond at the end of May 
to gain more experience as he kept his average around .300. 


College 


One of the most celebrated athletes to come out of college in years, Deion lived up to his billing 
by winning the Jim Thorpe Award as the nation's best defensive back. The two-time All-America 
paced the country in punt returns with an average of 15.2 as a senior and established school 
records with 1,429 yards and 287 interception return yardage. Sanders collected six touchdowns 
in his career off returns (three by thefts and three by punts) and registered 14 lifetime pickoffs. 
“Prime Time" also showed off his 4.27 40 speed as a track sprinter, qualifying for the Olympic 
Trials, and on the baseball diamond where the outfielder was a member of a College World Series 
team. One of the most famous stories concerning Deion's versatility in college came when he 
played in a Metro Conference baseball game one day, ran to the track to run a leg with the 400 
meter relay team while wearing his baseball pants, then returned in time to slap the game-winning 
hit in the Seminoles second tournament game. Sanders never was on the losing end of four 
Bowl games in his career in Tallahassee. 


Personal 


The native of Ft. Myers, FLA was raised through the strong upbringing of mother Constance 
Knight. Being reared in the tough housing projects of Ft, Myers took a toll on young Deion as 
the stress often led to migraine headaches. A natural at sports, the slender Sanders captured 
a National Championship on a Pop Warner football team and was a standout in hoops, besides 
his exploits in baseball. He averaged 24 points a contest while garnering All-State mention as 
a guard and threw for 839 yards and ran for 499 yards from his quarterback position in high 
school. Deion Luwynn grew up admiring O.J. Simpson, Walter Payton, Lynn Swann, Julius Erving 
and Hank Aaron. He and Carolyn Chambers live with their one-year old daughter, Diondra, in 
Alpharetta, Ga. He recently bought a home for his mother in Ft. Myers.

Big John returned after sitting out the 1989 season due to stalled contract negotiations. Scully 
had a strong summer camp and opened the season as the starting left guard. He went on to 
get the nod in the Falcons first five games before he was felled with a foot injury which required 
surgery. He was placed on Injured Reserve for five weeks and was activated for the New Orleans 
contest in Week 12. John spent the last five games of the year splitting time with Houston Hoover 
on the left side of the line. 


Pro Career 


Contract talks were re-opened with John with the addition of a new coaching staff and the 
two sides reached an agreement on a two-year deal on May 9, 1990. Scully retired after reaching 
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an impasse with the club on Sept. 11, 1989, two days after the season opener. He returned to 
his old form which has now seen him play in 112 NFL games with 82 starts in nine seasons. He 
was drafted with the idea of eventually replacing Pro Bowler Jeff Van Note at center. But the 
contract stalemate with R.C. Thielemann in 1983 precipitated the switch to right guard. He started 
there for two seasons before the Falcons chose Bill Fralic in the '85 draft. John struggled through 
a tough '85 season despite winning the starting left guard position as he fractured his right tibia 
and fibula when RB Gerald Riggs rolled into him. He came back strong a season later as a 14 
game starter before being sidelined the rest of the year for re-injurying the same leg, Scully's 
presence in the Falcon lineup over the years has produced three 1,000 yard rushers in William 
Andrews, Riggs, and John Settle.

George enjoyed the finest season of his young career last year as he set personal highs for 
receptions (18), yardage (383), average (21.3), and hauled in his first NFL touchdown (51 yards). 
“Instant Heat'’ was dangerous in the Falcons Red Gun Attack as he sped by defenders to grab 
four catches over 50 yards (72, 53, 51, 50).

Last Season 


Jessie enjoyed the finest season of his four-year career by leading the NFL in tackles with 201 
and being named to AP's honorable mention All-Pro team. He became the first Falcon to have 
a 200+ tackle season since Buddy Curry totaled 229 in 1983. The rugged, hard tackling Tuggle 
was one of the forces on the defense which led the NFL by allowing only 3.3 yards per rush. He 
also finished second on the club with his 5 QB sacks and registered 11, double digit tackle games. 
“The Hammer” had a string of eight straight 10+ tackle outings in Weeks 2-10, which included 
a career-best 24 stops in front of a national television audience in the victory over the Bengals.

EMERGENCY QUARTERBACK

CORNERBACK 


College Career 


In Coach Glanville’s aggressive style of defense, which relies on tight man-to-man coverage by 
the corners, Bruce Pickens’ skills fit right in with the Falcons ‘Black Wave" attack. Let's take a 
look at the attributes which made Pickens the third overall player selected in the 1991 draft. 


* Hitting - A physical tackler who loves contact, Bruce was one of the top defensive backs in the 
always tough Big Eight Conference. He was described as being “extremely competitive, with 
a mean streak.” He totaled 132 tackles at Nebraska/JUCO level and Glanville points out... 
He hit all kinds of people, not just receivers.” 

* Athleticism - The smooth athlete has a 34 1/2-inch vertical leap and a 10-foot, 7-inch long jump. 
A fluid cover guy, he has quick feet and an excellent burst to the ball, which enabled him to knock 
down passes and record four career interceptions. 

* Speed - A fleet-footed corner, he's run a 4.42 for 40 yards, Pickens plays fast, with superb straight- 
line speed, and possesses good range. He tied a school record for sacks by a DB with four, 

* Style - Bruce likes to get up in a receivers face and challenge opponents. Called a “prototype 
bump-and-run defender’ he says he'd rather “lay a lick”’ than pick off a pass. He was named 
the Big Eight defensive ‘Newcomer of the Year” in 1988. 


Year-by-Year 


1990: A third-team All-America selection, he started every game for the Cornhuskers at left 
cornerback. Pickens collared 40 tackles (18 solo), an interception, a forced fumble, batted away 
five passes, and had an eight-yard QB sack. His top games included six tackles, a pass defensed 
and a sack in a 13-0 blanking of Baylor in the season opener. He also had seven tackles against 
top-ranked Colorado, leaped in front of Kenny Drayton of Kansas to pick off a pass and recorded 
four tackles and a pass defensed in their 41-9 victory. He closed out his career with five tackles, 
a pass deflection and a theft off Georgia Tech's Shawn Jones in the Citrus Bowl. 

1989: The All-Big Eight conference player won the starting corner spot and registered 21 solo stops 
and 30 total tackles. He finished second on the team with seven passes defensed, both caused 
and recovered a fumble, and tied a schoo! season mark for a DB with a pair of QB sacks. Pickens 
earned Conference Player of the Week honors by coming up with 7 solo stops, 2 passes defensed, 
and two sacks of minus 29 yards in Nebraska's 48-23 win over Oklahoma State. He also had a 
pick off, two pass deflections and four stops in a 35-7 defeat of Oregon State and a seven tackle 
game against Utah. He finished his first productive year as a Cornhusker starter with 7 solo tackles 
and a broken up pass vs Florida State in the Orange Bowl as he assumed the leadership role in 
the secondary with the loss of Reggie Cooper. 
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1988: Bruce's impact among his peers was such that he was tabbed the Big Eight Conference, 
“Newcomer of the Year", despite not starting a game, but playing in every contest. He amassed 
14 tackles on the year after transferring from Coffeyville Junior College, with a sack, and two tackles 
for losses. He posted three hits and returned his first college interception back 18 yards in a 48-3 
win over Kansas State. His other top outings were two, four tackle games vs UNLV and Kansas, 
and a pair of stops and a sack vs UCLA. 

1987: A consistent starter at Coffeyville (KA) JUCO, he turned heads of the Nebraska coaches with 
five interceptions for 129 return yards and one TD, 48 tackles, and 11 pass deflections.

#4 in the nation, trailed the Cowboys in Stillwater, OK, 21-16, when 

Pickens released off his receiver on a “Rocket” blitz and blindsided QB Mike Gundy. Bruce caused 

Gundy to fumble and he recovered at the Nebraska 27-yard line. His timely hit set-up the first of 

three Nebraska touchdowns as they cruised to victory. Bruce faced fellow Falcon #1 pick Mike 

Pritchard of Colorado in numerous conference battles, so they know each other well. “He's 

somebody who is very explosive as far as speed and hitting,” said Pritchard, about his new 

teammate. ‘We locked horns a couple of times and I think he'll do well in Coach Glanville's system 

because he likes to hit and he’s fast.” Pickens patterns his game after perennial Pro Bowler Albert 

Lewis of his hometown Kansas City Chiefs. He even copies Lewis’ patented, forceful crouch in 
front of opposing receivers. 


Personal 


Bruce Evon Pickens was a spring baby to Beatrice and Clarence Whitley, born on May 9, 1968, 
in Kansas City, MO. He is the youngest in a family of four brothers (James, Roger, Lawrence, 
Frederick) and one sister (Sandra). He was a four-year letterwinner in basketball, football and track 
in his hometown at Westport High. In football, Pickens played running back, receiver, safely and 
corner. His best effort as a two-way player came against Southeast High School when he tallied 
three interceptions on the corner and caught 12 passes as a wide out on offense. He helped 
Westport break a 42 game losing streak as a sophomore, He was a guard on the basketball team 
and as the team’s defensive specialist once had the assignment of matching up against future 
Missouri standout Anthony Peeler. A speedster on the track, he finished second at the state meet 
in the 200 meter dash and third in the state in the 100 meter dash (10.45), while helping his 400 
meter relay team break the state record. He also boasted a 22'11"' long jump as a prepster. Bruce 
also advanced to the JUCO nationals as a member of Coffeyville's track team, with a 103 clocking 
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Ww in the 100. He credits his JUCO coach, Dick Foster, for his development. “He told me | could 
be like a Kentucky Derby horse if | just got a little training.” Bruce enjoys listening to the soft 
sounds of jazz or playing pool and ping-pong. He says his favorite day of the week is Thursday 
because that’s when he gets to watch all of his top TV shows like the Cosby's, A Different World, 
and Cheers.

WIDE RECEIVER 


College Career 


Mike emerged as one of the most versatile athletes in college football last season as he saw 
his NFL stock rise with each catch, run or return. During his time with the resurgent Buffaloe's, 
Mike played tailback, wingback, wide receiver, and returner. He performed each role with a certain 
flair that drew comparisons to Notre Dame's Raghib Ismail. Here are some reasons the multi- 
talented Mike Pritchard rocketed to the top of many clubs draft boards. 


* Game Breaker - Mike is dangerous and explosive with the ball in his hands. The 4.45 speedster 
averaged 26.4 yards per reception, 10.6 yards per rush, and 23.1 yards per kickoff return in 
his career, totaling 15 career touchdowns. That averages out to 188 yards every time he 
touched the ball. He collected long touchdowns of 78 yards (by rush), 70 yards (by catch), 
and 70 & 68 yards on two reverses. Pritchard’s big-plays were also seen by virtue of a 77 yard 
kickoff return, and catches of 67, 55, 52, 48, 45t and 44t yards. He also added a 25-yard 
touchdown pass. 

© Mover and Shaker - Pritchard amassed 2,538 combined yards in his career, with 1,528 all- 
purpose yards coming as senior for the Co-National Champion Buffaloe’s. He averaged 123.1 
combined yards a game in 1990 and totaled a career-high 284 all-purpose yards against 
Tennessee (to better Raghib Ismail’s best of 268). 
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° Recorder Setter - Despite only playing one full season as a receiver, he left with the school's 
third-best total of 1,241 yards, trailing only former LA Ram Ron Brown and Monte Huber. Mike's 
733 receiving yards set a Colorado single season record established in 1984 and his 26.4 
lifetime per catch mark is the second most prolific mark in school annals, His 10 touchdown 
receptions were only one behind the school's all-time leader. Pritchard's six TD grabs in '90 
were the most by a CU player since '83 and his 217 yards on the ground vs Tennessee is the 
sixth-best effort ever in the 101-year history of the school, He was Colorado's top receiver, 
kick returner and second-leading rusher last year, 

Winner - Before he started filling the Rocky Mountain skyline with excitement, Colorado 
enjoyed only one winning season in eight years prior to 1987. With his presence in the lineup, 
the Buffaloes experienced unparalleled success by: capturing one National Championship 
(1990), playing for another National title (1989), winning two Big Eight titles, going a perfect 
14-0 in conference play in back-to-back seasons, and boasting a .787 winning % by capturing 
37 out of 47 college games. Throw in all of his accomplishments and it's easy to see. Mike 
Pritchard is a winner! 


Year-by-Year 


1990: An All-American first team choice by one association and second team by Football News, 
Mike started two games at tailback and nine games as a wide out for the National Champions. 
He began the season off grabbing national headlines for replacing RB Eric Bieniemy and 
accounting for 284 all-purpose yards in a 31-31 tie against Tennessee in the Disneyland Pigskin 
Classic. There was nothing goofy about his performance as he tallied 217 yards, with two TD's 
on the ground, including a 78-yard score, and had 67 yards on three kickoffs. He made a 
spectacular over the shoulder TD grab covering 70 yards against rival Missouri and also raced 
68 yards on a reverse to key the 33-31 victory. The all-Big Eight first teamer hauled in three 
catches for 90 yards, including a 34-yarder to set up a TD, as Colorado rallied for four, 4th quarter 
scores to beal Nebraska 27-12. The next week he caught six passes for 151 yards, with TD’s 
of 28 and 34 yards, in a 44-22 drubbing of Oklahoma State. The 151 yards were the fourth-best 
ever by a Colorado player. In the season finale, he scored twice on a 48-yard reception and a 
70-yard reverse. His 28 receptions on the year were the most by a Buffaloe receiver since TE 
Jon Embree had 51 in 1984 and his 733 yards broke Embree's previous school record of 680, 
1989: Playing the wingback position, he paced the team with 12 catches for 292 yards and a 
24.3 average. Nine of those passes caught were for first downs as he crossed the endzone twice. 
Mike also added 284 yards on kickoffs (for a 28.4 average), including a season-high 77 yard return 
versus Colorado State. In the race for the National Championship, Pritchard was a clutch 
performer when it counted as he set up a Buffaloe, score on a 55-yard reception in the win over 
Washington and returned a big kickoff 44 yards in the victory over Oklahoma. He also snared 
a pair of touchdowns, with a season-high four catches for 96 yards, vs lowa State. 

1988: In his first year as the starting wingback, he averaged a glaring 30.9 yards per catch, with 
two TD's, on seven catches, with all seven resulting in first downs. His long catches were seen 
from distances of 67, 52, and 45t yards. Mike's biggest reception of his sophomore season came 
in the end zone from 13-yards out with ‘38 left to defeat Colorado State 27-23. 

1987: He logged time in seven games at halfback in his freshman campaign, rushing for 117 
yards on 17 carries, fora 6.9 average. Colorado coaches knew he would be something special 
when he picked up 52 yards on only five attempts in only his second college game against 
Kansas.

College Career 


Favre rewrote the school passing records and pul up 29 wins (two Bowl games) during a stellar 
four years at Southern Mississippi. Then, he capped it off with a Most Valuable Player award in 
the East-West Shrine Game with the nation’s best college seniors. His final scoreboard of numbers 
(all school records) read 8,193 yards on 656-1,234 (53%) with 55 TD's and only 35 INT’s with five 
300-yard games and five three-TD games. 

As a college freshman, Brett was number seven on the depth chart as he enrolled at the only 
college that offered him a college scholarship, nearby Southern Mississippi. That was 
understandable as his high school career consisted of a total of only 55 passes thrown, By his 
senior year, he was '‘Mr. U.S.M. Football’ as he overcame a serious summer car accident to lead 
his team to an 8-3 mark, just eight points from an undefeated season (four, three and one-point 
losses), 

The Division | Independent Golden Eagles gave Brett some tough tests on the schedules, but 
he responded with senior wins over Bowl bound Alabama, Bowl bound Auburn, and Bowl bound 
Louisville (their only loss all year). During his career, Brett also led USM to surprise wins over third- 
ranked Florida State, SEC’s LSU Tigers and Ole Miss, Virginia Tech, and four consecutive wins 
over Louisville and QB Browning Nagle. 

Numerically speaking, Brett's 7,695 regular season yards passing rank in the top 30 of all-time 
NCAA passers, just behind Randall Cunningham (8,020), Dan Marino (7,905), Jack Thompson 
(7,818) and Steve Young (7,733) and just ahead of Rodney Peete (7,640), Marc Wilson (7,637) and 
Scott Campbell (7,636). In 1988, Brett's 1.57 season interception rate was the lowest among the 
top 50 ranked passers in the country and he had a long streak of 144 without an interception. For 
his four years, his 2.9 interception rate (34 in 1169 attempts) is one of the best ever. 


Year-by-Year 


1990: On July 14, Brett was involved in a car accident, suffering internal injuries. Eventually, on 
August 7, Brett had 30 inches of his intestines surgically removed. Brett shocked his coaches and 
teammates by returning to the starting lineup on Sept. 8 and leading his team to a win over Alabama, 
in Birmingham. The 8-3 Golden Eagles lost only a one-point game at Athens, GA, to the Bulldogs 
when a FG hit the crossbar, a three-pointer at Mississippi State, and a four pointer at Virginia Tech, 
Brett's final game in a USM uniform was against N.C. State in the All-American Bowl where he 
hit 28-39 (72%) for 341 yards and a pair of touchdowns. He impressed the coaches by throwing 
and running for a TD in the East-West Shrine game. 
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1989: The junior broke his own USM season record with 2,588 yards, also setting a mark with 
his 206 completions. His trio of 300-yard games were against Memphis State (345), Texas A&M 
(303) and Alabama (300). His 282 yards in the opener stunned Florida State in a 30-26 upset, 
while his 79-yard bomb on the last play of the game provided heroics in a win over Louisville. 
His career long (80-TD) came vs. Texas A&M, 

1988: Sophomore Brett set a school mark with 2,271 yards to lead the team to the Independence 
Bowl and then led the club to a 38-18 rout of UTEP in that contest. His personal best 16 TD's 
included a trio of three TD games (Va. Tech, Tulane and Southwest Louisiana). His 306-yard 
game vs. East Carolina helped produce 45 points in a win as his 26 completions set a school 
single game best. Brett also had a TD pass in nine consecutive games for a school record. 
1987: At his first summer camp, he was the #7 QB on the roster as the signee at the only schoo! 
who recruited him. By the end of summer, he was up to number three. After an opening loss 
to Alabama (38-6) and being down to Tulane in game two, the coaches sent Brett in for his first 
college experience. Undaunted, the frosh tossed two TD's and brought his team from behind 
for a 31-24 win. Week three was against tough Texas A&M, but the freshman showed his potential 
with two more TD passes, including a 52-yarder. Then, week 4, Brett threw three TD passes in 
a 65-6 rout over Louisville and the legend had begun al Southern Mississippi. He concluded 
his rookie year with a school best 295 yards vs. Southwestern Louisiana.

Brett is proud of his small town surroundings where he grew up in the backwoods of Mississippi 
but just 20 minutes from the white-sand beaches of the Gulf Coast. ‘It's just about everything 
you need,” said Favre about the intimate town with only one traffic light. "It's not so much a town 
as it is a community, a neighborhood.” Raised in the Catholic faith, young Brett is often compared 
to “The Great Wendell Ladner" when people of Kiln debate who is the most famous person to 
ever hail from their hometown, (Ladner was a standout at Southern Mississippi and for four teams 
in the old American Basketball Association.) He has two brothers, Scott, 24, and Jeff, 17, plus 
a 14 year-old sister, Brandi. Favre almost committed to play at Delta State in tiny Cleveland, MI 
until current LSU head coach Curly Hallman took a gamble on a player who threw only 55 passes 
as a high school senior. “We got lucky.” admitted ex-Southern Miss boss Hallman. “Let's face 
il, we ended up finding a four-year starter from a place that’s kind of like the ‘Dukes of Hazzard’, 
minus the demolition derby.” Favre's dream of playing pro football almost ended on the night 
of July 14, 1990. Returning from a trip from Ship Island, he was blinded by the lights of an 
oncoming car, swerved onto the shoulder of the road, and flipped over several times in his Nissan 
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Maxima. His brother, Scott, and a friend broke the front window with a golf club to get him out 
of the wrecked car. Brett suffered a concussion, lacerations and contusions, and a cracked 
vertebra, which kept him in the hospital for a week, Three weeks after the accident he complained 
of abdominal pains and had to be rushed back to the hospital where 30 inches of his intestine 
were removed in an emergency operation. True to his competitive nature though, five weeks 
later he was in the starting lineup as the Golden Eagles faced Alabama in coach Gene Stallings’ 
first game. His presence helped Southern Miss to an upset victory that day, 27-24. ‘You can call 
it a miracle or a legend or anything you want to,’ commented Stallings after the game. ''! just 
know on that day, Brett Favre was bigger than life’’ The word ‘competitor’ has always been 
synonomous with Brett Favre. High school teammate Drew Malley put it this way. ‘He had this 
thing about him where you knew he was going to do something that'd make you say, ‘Whoa, 
man!’ As a youngster, Brett earned his reputation for possessing a strong arm through little league 
baseball, He was known to “‘strike out 17 batters, but walk 16”. In one game, he planted a fastball 
in the ribs of a player, which scared the on-deck hitter into dropping his bat and refusing to hit 
against him. He was proficient enough as a slick fielding third baseman that he garnered a varsity 
letter as an eighth-grader. The people in Kiln still swear that as a junior in hiah school, Brett threw 
a touchdown pass to wide receiver Jimmy Lull so hard that it lifted Lull two feet off the ground. 
Favre's strong arm tactics continued in college. As a sophomore, he drilled a 42-yard dart to WR 
Alfred Williams to lead Southern Miss to a 45-42 comeback upset over East Carolina. Williams 
turned around just in time to haul in the game winner and when asked how he knew when to 
turn, Williams simply said, ‘Easy, | heard the ball coming.” (Remember. . . the pass was from 
42-yards away!) Favre's philosophy in life is as pure as his rifle passes. ‘'! figure if you just try 
to do the right thing by people, give everyone a fair shake, then you're OK. That's all | try to do, 
whether it's playing sports or whatever.’

College Career 


His college career can be summed up simply as record-breaking and award winning. For the 
Fighting Illini, Moe set a new school record with 54 tackles for losses in a career and tied the school 
mark with 20 tackles for losses in a season. His junior year, he was a finalist for the Outland Trophy 
and a semifinalist for the Lombardi Award. In the tough Big Ten Conference, Moe was a three- 
time first team all-Conference pick (he was second team all-Conference as a freshman) and was 
picked the Defensive Player of the Year in 1990 by the League's coaches. In '89 when he was picked 
as a consensus All-American, he was the first Illini defensive star to earn that recognition since 
Dick Butkus. He'll long be remembered at Illinois for a career that included 303 tackles, 54 tackles 
for losses of 223 yards, 18 QB sacks, 18 passes broken up, and six fumble recoveries. 


Year-by-Year 


1990: The senior was the Defensive MVP of the Big Ten, despite a shoulder sprain and then a 
broken forearm. His 60 tackles were the low of his career, partly because of the injuries, partly 
because of the double and triple team blocks he faced. He led the team with nine passes deflected, 
In a win over eventual #1 Colorado, Moe had eight tackles, one for a loss, one pass broken up, 
and one blocked kick. He concluded his career with a 10-tackle game in the Hall of Fame Bowl 
vs. Glemson. 

1989: His team led the Big 10 in Defense (10th in the nation) as Moe set school marks for tackles 
for losses. The consensus All-American and team co-captain also had a team-high nine QB sacks, 
deflected four passes and recovered three fumbles. His highlights included a 12-tackle game win 
over Michigan State, a pair of games with three tackles for losses (Colorado and Purdue), and a 
two-sack game in a win over Southern California. 

1988: The sophomore was all Big Ten first team despite seeing limited action with sprains to both 
ankles the final three weeks. His top game was a 13-tackle effort vs. Wisconsin that included two 
stops behind the line of scrimmage, plus a QB sack. He also had an 11-tackle game vs. Michigan 
State and a game with three tackles for losses vs. Washington State.

Pat Chaffey was a fifth round draft choice of the Bears in 1990. He was released 
during training camp but was signed to the Patriots Practice Squad for five weeks.

He was placed on IR during camp and then was released 
on October 23. As a two-year starter for the Fighting Irish, he saw action in all 11 
games for the undefeated National Champions in 1988 as he recorded a career- 
high 112 tackles.

Called up from his job at Continental Bank in Chicago, Reservist Meyers 
reported December 6 to Camp LeJeune, NC. He immediately was sent to 
Saudi Arabia and then assigned to Combat Service Support Detachment 10 
as Logistics officer for the movement and set-up of camp sites and internal 
Supplies. In two-and-a-half months living near the Saudi Arabia/Kuwait border, 
Meyers’ unit moved three times, then twice more as they moved into occupied 
Kuwait. 

The loneliness for the 32-year-old included spending Christmas, New 
Year's, his birthday, and Easter away from his wife and three daughters; while 
living in bombshell bunkers, going weeks between showers, months between 
hot meals. 

Meyers, a star football player who left as Navy's all time leading rusher and 
who still has the two best rushing games in Navy history, earned his degree 
from the Naval Academy and then a Master's degree in Finance. He must 
also have a degree in American patriotism and a love for his country.

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MEDICAL TERMINOLOGY 


(Taken from Professional Football Athletic Trainers Society Glossary of Medical Terms) 


A-C Joint- 

Acromioclavicular joint (shoulder) were acromion 
process (of the scapula) and the clavicle meet and 
where most shoulder separations occur. 

Anabolic Steriods- 

Testosterone that stimulates growth in the body as a 
whole. 

Arthrogram- 

X-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye injected 
into affected area (lo show torn cartilage or rotator cuff 
tears). 

Arthroscope- 

An instrument used for visualization of the interior of 
a joint cavily. 

Arthroscopy- 

Examination of the internal structures of a joint by 
means of a surgical viewing apparatus inserted into 
the joint. 

Bone Scan- 

“Radionuclide Imaging’, the injection of radioactive 
fluid, to demonstrate stress fractures not evident on 
fouting x-rays. 

Burner- 

Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the neck. 
Usually results in burning or tingling sensation into the 
shoulder or arm when the neck is forced beyond the 
normal range of motion. 

Cartilage- 

Smooth, slippery substance preventing two ends of 
bones from rubbing together and grating. 

Charley Horse- 

A bruise to the quadriceps resulting trom a direct blow 
to the front of the thigh, characterized by intramuscular 
bleeding. 

Clavicle- 

The collar bone. 

Concussion- 

Jarring injury of the brain resulting in dysfunction. 
Various grades to describe damage. 

Cortisone- 

An anti-inflammatory medication. 

Disc- 

A flat, round-like, plate structure usually referring to 
cartilage between vertebrae. 

Groin- 

Junction of the thigh and abdomen. 

Hamstring- 

Muscles running from the buttocks to behind the knee 
and the muscles responsible for flexing the knee joint, 
Fibula- 

The smaller of the two bones in the lower leg, located 
to the outside. 

Fracture- 

Breach in continuity of a bone. Types of fractures in- 
clude simple, compound, comminuted, greenstick, in- 
complete, impacted, longitudinal, oblique, stress or 
transverse. 
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Humerus- 

Bone of (he upper arm. 

Knee Ligaments- 

Anterior Cruciate Ligament (ACL)- 

Ligament of knee attaching to anterior tibial plateau 

and posterior medial aspect of femoral condyle. It pro- 

vides stability in keeping the lower leg from coming 

forward. 

Lateral Collateral Ligament (LCL)- 

Ligament of knee attaching lateral femoral condyle 

= to fibula head. It provides lateral stability lo the 
nee. 

Medial Collateral Ligament (MCL)- 

Ligament of knee along the medial aspect that con- 

nects the femur to the tibia. It provides stability to the 

medial aspect of the joint. 

Posterior Cruciate Ligament (PCL)- 

Ligament of the knee attaching to posterior tibial 

plateau and anterior lateral aspect of the femoral con- 

dyle, It provides stability in keeping the lower leg from 

going backward. 

Ligament- 

Band of fibrous tissue that connects bone to bone, or 

bone to cartilage, and supports and strengthens jaints. 

Magnetic Resonance Imagery (MRI)- 

Provides highly detailed pictures of the body's interior, 

using highly magnetic fields. MRI does not require 

radiation. 

Meniscus- 

Crescent shaped cartilage usually pertaining to the 

knee joint. 

Patella- 

The Kneecap 

Rotator Cuft- 

Comprised of four muscles in the shoulder area and 

often irritated by overuse. 

Sciatic Nerve- 

Largest nerve in body located in back of leg which con- 

trols most of its function. 

Sprain- 

A joint injury. A violent wisting, stretching, pulling or 

tearing of a ligament, 

Strain- 

A muscle injury. The pulling or twisting of a muscle or 

tendon. 

Stress Fracture- 

A hairline type of break in bone caused by overuse. 

Subluxation- 

Partial dislocation of a joint, Term usually implies that 

joint can return to normal position without formal 

reduction. 

Tendon- 

Fibrous tissue that connects muscles to other 

structures. 

Triceps- 

Muscle of the posterior upper arm, opposite Ihe 

biceps, that extends the elbow.

FALCONS JOINED NFL IN ’65 
The NFL awarded a franchise to Mr Smith on June 30, 1965, It was the 15th 
NFL club at the time as the AFL had not yet merged. The AFL had awarded 


a franchise to Cox Broadcasting also in '65, but it folded when the Stadium 
Authority granted the NFL club rights to the Stadium, ending a battle in the 
War between the leagues. 


THE SUPER BOWL 


In 1970, the NFL was divided into two 13-team conferences, comprised of the 26 
teams formerly competing in the National Football League and the American Football 
League. Each conference was further divided into three divisions, the winner of each 
conference to be determined by a playoff of the three division winners plus the second 
place team within the conference with the best record. The winner of the two 
conferences meet in the NFL title game—The Super Bowl. An additional wild card 
team from each conference was added in 1978. In 1982, a special 16-team Super 
Bowl Tournament determined the NFL Championship. The NFC team has won the 
last seven Super Bowls and nine of the last ten.

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The NFL awards a franchise to 41-year-old Rankin M. Smith, Executive Vice 
President of Life Insurance Company of Georgia, for $8.5 million. At the time there 
were 14 NFL franchises in existence, 8 AFL clubs. Officially, Allanta became (he 
23rd professional football club in existence, the 15th in the NFL prior to the merger 
of the Leagues. 


“Five Smiths, Inc.," is registered as the corporate name for the Atlanta franchise, It 
is so named for Rankin Smith's five children: Rankin, Jr., Carrol Christine, Dorothy 
Ann, Taylor, and Nancy Karen. 


The listed stockholders of the franchise included: Lindsey Hopkins, Jr., Howard 
Dobbs, Jr., Cody Laird, Jr., |. M. Sheffield Il!, Dorothy Laird Williams, W. Barrett 
Howell, and M. E. Kilpatrick. 


“Falcons” was suggested by many with a schoolteacher from Griffin, Georgia, 
being singled out because of her reasons. Miss Julia Elliott said: "the Falcon is 
proud and dignified, with great courage and fight. It never drops its prey. It is 
deadly and has a great sporting tradition." A logo was designed by Wayland Moora 
Studios, 


Halfback Bob Paremore and split end Gary Barnes, who had been in the NFL with 
the Cardinals and Bears, were the first two players to sign with the Falcons. 


With the first pick in the entire draft, the Falcons chose Outland Trophy winning 
Linebacker Tommy Nobis from the University of Texas. After being drafted also by 
Houston of the AFL, he chose the Falcons on Dec. 14 and signed a contract. As the 
Falcons got two choices in each of the first five rounds, QB Randy Johnson of 
Texas A&l was the other first round pick by Atlanta. All told the Falcons gained 25 
players in the 20 round draft, the last one being defensive back Bob Riggle from 
Penn State. Nobis is the club's Director of Marketing; while Riggle served 21 years 
as a leam scoul. 


In seven weeks, the Falcons sold 45,000 season tickets surpassing the previous 
NFL best of 26,000 by Minnesota. Those tickets sold for $6, with club level seats 
costing $10 a game. 


Norb Hecker, 39, left the Green Bay staff of Vince Lombardi to accept the job as 
the Falcons first head coach. He was with Lombardi seven years as they won three 
world titles and four conference titles. Gene Cronin, the Director of Player 
Personnel, deserves the distinction of being the lirst member of the Falcon 
organization named by Mr, Smith. 


Allotted three picks from each of the 14 other NFL teams, the Falcons added 42 
more players, Each team, who had a 40-man roster, placed 11 available for the 
Falcons to select from, Among those picks was their first leading rusher (Junior 
Coffey from Green Bay), their first leading receiver (Alex Hawkins from Baltimore), 
and a defensive captain (Bill Jobko from Minnesota). 


A YMCA Camp, Blue Ridge Assembly on Black Mountain, N.C. (near Asheville) 
is selected as the first summer training camp home.

Before 26,072 at Atlanta Stadium, Philadelphia claims a 9-7 win over the Falcons 
Trivia fans might want to note that QB Dennis Claridge passed one yard to Tom 
Wilson for the Falcons first ever touchdown (second quarter) to provide a 7-6 
halftime lead. 


Falcons defeat their AFL rivals, the Miami Dolphins, 27-17, to lay claim to the 
championship of the South, 


In the fifth and final preseason game, the Falcons defeated San Francisco, 24-17, 
before 21,780 fans in Columbia, S.C, Rookie OB Randy Johnson made his first start 
and passed to Alex Hawkins for the clinching TD, 


The Los Angeles Rams handed the Falcons a 19-14 loss before 54,418 at Atlanta 
Stadium. The Rams of George Allen were led by QB Roman Gabriel (294 yards). 
Atler a 16-0 lead, Atlanta rallied to make it 16-14 before a third quarter Ram FG 
ended the scoring, Pre-qame ceremonies included Commissioner Pete Rozelle, 
Governor Carl Sanders, and Mayor Ivan Allen, Falcon RB Ernie Wheelwright ran for 
91 yards and caught a pass for 25 more to lead the offense. 


it was the second quarter when QB Randy Johnson hit Gary Barnes tor a 53-yard 
touchdown to officially score the first points for the Atlanta Falcons. 


Atlanta's WAGATV televised the Falcons game in that inaugural year with Ed 
Thilenius (U. of Georgia Announcer) and WQX! Radio broadcasting with Jack

third game. This victim was the St. Louis Cardinals, 16-10, before 57,169. The 
second win had been at Minnesota with Bobby Riggle returning an interception 
62 yards for a touchdown,

First, the 49ers 
are upset 20-17 at Candlestick, then with a record-breaking 34-point first half, the 
Lions fall, 43-28. 


Bartkowski was hot and the Falcons caught fire. First, he had a club-tieing 4 TD 
game vs. Saints, then a 54-yard TD on 4th and 11 with 1:16 left to beat the Rams, 
then two Weeks later a club record 378-yard game in win over St. Louis in overtime. 


Bartkowski’s 28th, 29th and 30th TD passes, Andrews’ sixth 100-yard game and a 
rugged defense led to a 35-10 rout of the 49ers and the Falcons had earned their 
first-ever NFC Western Division Title. The win was the Falcons 9th straight and 12th 
of the season, both club bests.

Record six Falcons selected to Pro Bowl as Bartkowski passes for new high 178 
yards (55 TD to Alfred Jenkins) to lead NFC to 21-7 win. 


Falcon defense sets tone with first-ever shutout in season opening 27-0 win aver 
New Orleans, For good measure, the defense even scored a TD of their own with a 
fumble recovery. 


Green Bay Packer fans were enjoying a 17-0 lead after three quarters, but no one 
knew what was in store next. In a nine-minute span, the Falcons erupted for an NFL 
record tieing 31 points (4 TD's, 1 FG) to win 31-17. 


Atlanta fans were treated to a 34-17 thumping of the rival 49ers (soon to be Super 
Bow! bound) and the fastest start in club history, 3-0, The Falcons had now won 12 
of the last 13 regular season games and 14 of last 15. Tommy Pridemore even sel a 
club record with a 101-yard interception return, The bad news: three starters were 
lost in a five-minute span (LB Joel Williams, DE Jeff Merrow and T Warren Bryant), 


Despite scoring 35 points and gaining 349 yards, Falcons lost to Rams, 37-35, as 
Leroy Irvin set an NFL record by returning six punts for 207 yards (75 and 84 yard 
TDs). 


William Andrews and Alfred Jenkins each gained over 100 yards receiving and each 
scored two touchdowns as Steve Bartkowski set a club mark with 4 TD passes in 
41-20 rout of St. Louls. 


Steve Bartkowski rewrites Falcon record book with 33 of 50 for 416-yard pertorm- 
ance, Terry Bradshaw is equal to the task with 5 TD passes as Steelers win 34-20 


The team will look back on seven losses of five points or less as to why they were 
7-9, The defeats were by 1, 2, 2,9, 3, 3, and 5 points. 

Individually, records were set by Steve Bartkawski (3.830 yards), William Andrews 
(B1 catches), Alfred Jenkins (1,58 yards, 13 TDs-3 in one game), and Mick 
Luckhurst (114 points). A team high seven Falcons are picked for the Pro Bowl. 


Season ticket sales are halted after reaching a club record 57,500. 


With the Giants leading, 14-7, and deep in Falcon territory in the 4th quarter, the 
season opener wasn't going as planned. However, Bob Glazebrook returned a 
fumble for 4 club-record 91 yards and then Mick Luckhurst won the game with 58 
seconds remaining for a 17-14 Falcon triumph. 


NFL Players Association calls a strike afler two games and players walk out, Eight 
games were missed, seven cancelled, in strike that lasted until Noy. 17 (57 days). 


In first game after strike, William Andrews gains 207 yards (119 rush, 88 rac.) and 
rookie Gerald Riggs scores his first two NFL TD's in 34-17 win over Rams. Falcons 
are 2-1 and thinking playoffs in short season. 


Alfred Jenkins gets his 306th career catch to set club mark, However, a 67-yard 
Johnson punt return TD is called back and a tieing FG sailed wide as Falcons lost 
lo St. Louis, 23-20.

It wasn't easy, of 
course, as Mick Luckhurst had to kick a 37-yard FG as lime expired after Bartkowski 
completed two fourth-down passes to keep the winning drive alive. Cain rushed for 
three TD's also in 30-28 win to set club mark, 


Receiver Alired Jackson broke the club record with 11 catches for 193 yards. vs. San 
Francisco in 35-17 loss. 


Pitt's 280-pound offensive lineman, Bill Fralic, was selected by Falcons as second 
choice in entire NFL draft, 


Billy ‘White Shoes” Johnson becomes the NFL's all-time career punt returner with 
58 yards against Detroit. 


Kicker Mick Luckhurst sets club record for consecutive field goals with 10 and then 
adds to it until streak runs out at 17 vs. Dallas. 


Trailing 17-0 after three quarters, Falcons rallied to tie 17-17 and had a chance to win 
on final play of regulation when FG sailed wide. In OT, Eagles Ron Jaworski hit Mike 
Quick for an equally quick record tieing 99-yard TD. 


Gerald Riggs set club record for carser rushing TDs, tied record for single game 
TDs, and had a club record five consecutive 100 yard rushing games. 


Steve Bartkowski is released after five weeks on injured reserve and Is claimed by 
Washington for final two weeks. 


With 158 yards in the 16-10 win over New Orleans, Gerald Riggs had a club best 9 
100-yard games and a season record 1,719 yards to lead the entire NFC. 


Eddie LeBaron, V-P and chief executive officer, is dismissed, while Dan Henning is 
given a one-year contract extension, Henning then hires former Falcon head coach 
Marion Campbell as defensive coordinator. 


Using some draft picks and trading others for players, the Falcons landed eight 
players (five starters) as a result of this one day's selection process. Drafted were 
Lombardi Trophy winner, Tony Casillas, LB Tim Green, WR Floyd Dixon, and RB 
Keith Williams, Coming in trades were slarters LB Reggie Wilkes, LB Joel Williams, 
5 Bret Clark and QB Turk Schonert. 


The Falcons came out roaring with four straight wins aver New Orleans, St. Louis, 
Dallas and Tampa Bay for the best-ever start in club history. The Cowboy game 
featured a 10-point rally with a game-winning FG with 20 seconds left and the Buc 
game featured a 20-7 come-trom-behind win with an overtime FG the decider. 
Gerald Riggs ran for a touchdown in each game to tie a club mark. The opener also 
featured the return of William Andrews after a two-year layoti following knee surgery.

Some 18 players from both squads limped off or were carried from the field in brutal 
34-27 Falcon win at Mile High Stadium. A safe Mick Luckhurst became the first 
Falcon kicker to ever make two 50-plus yard field goals in the same game. 


With a powerful 17-7 win over the Super Bowl Champion 49ers before a national 
Sunday Night audience, the Falcons become third NFC team to clinch a playoff 
berth as they up record to 5-2. Team controlled ball for 43 minutes to 17 for 49ers 
and ran the ball 57 times for 223 yards. 


Falcons journeyed to Minnesota's Metrodome for the opening round Playoff game 
and led 7-3 after one quarter and 21-16 after three quarters, but Vikings rallied for 
30-24 win, In an oddity, all 24 Falcon points were scored by the special teams 
(blocked punt for TD, pass to Luckhurst for TD, and FG) and the detense 
(Glazebrook TD interception), 


Leeman Bennett is released atter six seasons and Dan Henning, fram the World 
Champion Washington Redskins, is hired as the sixth head coach in Falcon history. 


At Soldier Field, Falcons come from behind twice to defeat Bears, 20-17, to open 
on successful note for Coach Henning, 


On the road at Detroit, Falcons romp 30-14 for Henning's second straight road win 
Andrews carried a club record 32 times (150 yards), with Bartkowski hitting his 10th 
300 game (366) and adding to his streak of 107 passes without an interception. 


Alfred Jenkins 4th longest receiving streak in NFL history stopped at 103 games vs. 
Rams and Steve Bartkowski's streak of 197 consecutive passes without an 
interception ends vs. New Orleans, 


Trailing 24-21, Bartkowski lofts desperation pass 42 yards to five-yard line where ball 
is deflected to stumbling Billy Johnson, who fights into end zone for 28-24 upset 
win. 


Kenny Johnson became only the 12th player in NFL history to score two TD's in the 
same game with interceptions. His first one put the Falcons ahead of Green Bay, 
41-34, but the Pack came back to force overtime, With another chance to be the 
hero, Johnson returned an interception 31 yards to win the game. 


William Andrews sets new club record with 331 rushes for 1,567 yards, Steve 
Bartkowski has third 3,000-yard season and sets mark with 63.4% completion rate 
and just 1.19 interception rate (5 in 432), while C Jeff Van Note starts his 200th 
game as a Falcon. 


Falcon all-time leading rusher, William Andrews, injures knee ligaments, cartilage 
and nerve in practice session and is out indefinitely.

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At Candlestick Park, the 49ers Joe Montana made his third start after back surgery 
that some said would side line him for the season or even his career. Meanwhile, 
the Falcons had a new starter in Turk Schonert as Dave Archer was lost for the year 
in the previous week's 13-10 loss to the Super Bow! champion Bears. Both 
completed 21 passes with only six yards difference, but the 49ers prevailed 20-0. 


It was Jeff Van Note day at Atlanta Fulton County Stadium as the 18-year veteran 
center was honored after 246 games, With all his family present, he was presented 
gifts including a vintage 1957 Chevy (symbolic of his #57 and being a classic), Mick 
Luckhurst extended his club record to 117 consecutive PAT’s. 


When it came time for the Falcons to make their No, 1 selection (13th overall) on 
draft day '87, they took no time at all in choosing a player they coveted from the 
beginning; namely, Oregon QB Chris Miller. The last time the birds used their top 
pick on a QB wes in 1975 when Steve Bartkowski lit the bill. 


Alter being drubbed 48-10 at Tampa Bay in the season opener the Falcons rebound 
to deleat (he eventual World Champion Washington Redskins 21-20 in front of over 
60,000 fans at Fullon-County. Q8 Scott Campbell made his first start in two years 
(and first in a Falcon uniform) replacing Dave Archer and completed 17-34 passes 
for 271 yards-and two TD’s to supply the offensive spark, Billy "White Shoes” 
Johnson added another milestone to his brilliant career by becoming the NFL's all- 
time leading punt returner, registering his 259%h lifetime return. 


The NFL Players Association walks off the job for the second time in five years but 
only one game is cancelled. The League's owners decide to continue with 
replacement players, “Regulars” report back to work 24 days later but still not in 
time for the League's mandatory limit and miss anather game. 


The NFL goes along with its idea to compete with replacement players while the 
union walks the pickel line, The Falcons are forced to play against strikebreaking 
“veterans” at home in all three games such as Ernest Jackson, Mike Webster, 
Nolan Cromwell and 1988 Pro Bowlers Joe Montana, Roger Craig and Charles 
White (League's leading rusher). Allanta drops close contests against Pittsburgh 
and San Francisco but dumps the L.A. Rams 24-20 despite trailing 17-0 at halftime: 


Gerald Riggs becomes the club's all-time leading rusher surpassing William 
Andrews with a five-yard run in the third quarter al Dallas giving the six-year pro 
from Arizona State a career tolal of 5,987 yards, Riggs finishes up the day with 119 
yards to help the Falcons break 2 seven-game losing streak and knock the Cowboys 
out of the playofts for the second straight year with a 21-10 victory in Texas Stadium,

That's how Falcons Head Coach Marion Campbell summed up the 1987 campaign. 
It's nol too far fetched when you consider: a total of 114 players donned a Falcon 
jersey (including replacement players) and a combined 26 players missed 145 
games due (o injuries,..some 46 players were credited with at least one tackle on 
defense, while 27 players caught a pass and 22 ran trom scrimmage...there were 17 
players who returned a kick with 16 others who scored...and would you believe five 
different quarlerbacks started a game, or how about five different starters at free 
safety, or five who started at H-Back, or five who punted... 


Atlanta handed Super Bow! XXIII Champion 49ers their second worst defeat of the 
enlire year 34-17 behind a potent offense and opportunistic defense. Touchdown 
runs by rookie James Primus (29 yds.) and Gerald Riggs (3 yds.) were comple- 
mented by Chris Miller's 1-yard bootleg for a score to end the first half as (he upstart 
Falcons buill a 21-3 lead at intermission and never looked back. The birds defense 
picked off three Joe Montana passes, and four total, and Robert Moore's 47 yard 
interception return for a score in (he beginning of the 4th quarter pul the 
exclamation point on a total team win. Riggs finished with 115 yards rushing and the 
Falcons could boast they have beaten the last two World Champions in back-to-back 
seasons. 


Young leader OB Chris Miller engineered a come-from-behind victory over eventual 
NFC East winning Eagles on the road behind some strong arm tactics. The former 
No, 1 pick threw scoring tosses of 19 and 17 yards to keep the score close. Then, 
trailing 24-20 with 9:20 left on the clock, Millar split two Eagle defenders and hit a 
striding Michael Haynes with a pertect 49-yard TD strike for the game winner (which 
snapped (he Falcons five-game losing streak). It was the first time Miller passed for 
three TD's in a game in his short NFL career and marked a victorious return to 
Philadelphia for ex-Eagle coach Marion Campbell. 


The improving Falcon defense was among the best in the NFL during the second 
half of the "88 season. Atlanta's “baby boomers” (average age of 25) allowed only 
six touchdowns over the final seven games (three via pass) to rise to 11th place (tle) 
in the League in points allowed (19,7 per contest). The stingy unit was second in the 
League in points allowed over the last half of the season surrendering an average of 
12 points per outing. Marion Campbell's crew was 7th in total takeaways with 38 in 
1988 including 24 interceptions, which trailed only Vikings, Bears and Eagles, 


CB Scott Case laid claim to a spot in the Pro Bowl by being named NFC Defensive 
Player of the Month for November. Case intercepted five passes (!wo each vs. 
Packers and Raiders), registered a forced tumble and QB sack and made 20 lackles 
with nine passes defensed to help the Falcons to 4 3-4 record during the month. 


Rookie OLB Aundray Bruce was honored as the NFC’s Defensive Player of the 
Week for his efforts in the Falcons 12-6 victory over the Raiders. Bruce recorded two 
sacks, an interception, one forced fumble and one recovered tumble, two QB hurries 
and four tackles. The NFL's No. 1 draft pick sacked Raider QB Steve Beuerlein, 
which caused him to fumble, and Bruce recovered at LA's 12-yard line with 6:12 
ramaining in the game. The Falcons went on to score the winning touchdown and 
nail down their third victory in four games. Bruce's interception came while he was 
covering former Auburn teammate Bo Jackson 30-yards downfield.

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RB John Settle put his name in the League's record book by becoming the first free 
agent in NFL history since the 1970 merger to gain 1000 yards in 4 season as he 
rushed for 66 yards against lhe Saints to finish with 1024. Paul Lowe (Chargers) and 
Clem Daniels (Raiders) of the AFL were the only other undrafted players to 
accomplish the feat (in 1963 and 1965), The former Appalachian State star was 
fourth in the NFL in total yards (1594) and the club leader in receptions with 68 as 
he garnered his first trip to the Pro Bowl, 


CB Scolt Case picked off his 10th pass of the year against (he Saints to finish atop 
the NFL charts, Case set a new Falcon record for interceptions in a season 
eclipsing the old mark of nine by Rolland Lawrence in 1975. The Oklahoma product 
stole seven passes in (he second half of the season when the young Falcons 
defense began to jell. 


Three Falcon players were voted to the NFC-AFC Pro Bowl for (he first time since 
1983. G Bill Fralic missed an opportunity 10 start his third straight game because of 
a knee problem, Case and Settle were voted in by their peers for the first time and 
helped the NFC win as Settle scored on a 1-yard TD run and Case held his own 
against the League's best receivers. 


The Falcons ended up with two number one draft picks as Ken Herock selected CB 
Deion Sanders with the 5th overall pick, then later traded with Cincinnati to get the 
27th pick and take WR Shawn Collins, Both would go on to earn all-Rookie NFL 
recognition. 


Deion “Prime Time” Sanders ends his lengthy Sept. contract holdout and reports (0 
camp. He takes a Friday practice and Saturday walk through and puls on the 
football pads for the first time in seven months in the season opener vs. the Rams, 
In the first quarter, Deion returns a punt 68 yards for a touchdown, After hitting a 
home run for the New York Yankees earlier thal week, it makes him the only modern 
day athlete to hit a HR and score a TD in the same week, 


Heisman trophy winning Herschel Walker returns to Homecoming, his native 
Georgia, for his first NFL game. The hometown Falcons spoil his party, but the 
Sellout crowd enjoys a 27-21 Atlanta win over the Cowboys and Herschel. 


Rookie offensive lineman, Ralph Norwood, is killed Nov, 24 in a single car accident 
in Gwinnett County on the day after Thanksgiving...Less than a month later, TE 
Brad Beckman is killed as a passenger in an auto accident on |-85 in Gwinnett 
County. 


Head Coach Marion Campbell announces his resignation afler 12 games (3-9), 
leaving assistant Head Coach Jim Hanilan to take over for the final four games 


Guard Bill Fralic goes to a fourth consecutive Pro Bow) (the only guard in the NFL to 
do so). Rookie WR Shawn Collins leads all NFL rookies and sets a club rookie mark 
with 58 catches, while fellow rookie Deion Sanders gains post-season recognition by 
leading all rookie DB's with five thefts and gaining over 1,000 yards in returns, 


Former Falcons assistant and Houston Oilers head coach Jerry Glanville accepts 
the offer to become the Falcons Head Coach.

highest rated game of the season. 


With the Dallas Cowboys coming to town, needing a win to secure a playoff berth, 
the Falcons close out with a second straight win and a 26-7 romp behind a club- 
record 68-yard run by Mike Rozier. The Falcons donated 2,000 tickets from the 
sellout to the USO for servicemen to altend, 


WR Andre Rison sets a club mark with 82 pass receptions en route to a Pro Bowl 
berth.

The Falcons year-round home is this first-class Complex located off I-85 
in Suwanee, GA. Completed in August of 1978, this facility provides all the 
needs for the players, coaches, & administrative personnel. This will be 
the 14th season for the Falcons here, with Training Camp operating here 
for a 13th consecutive year. 

Included in the spacious 28,060 square-foot, two-story, red-brick building 
are the locker-room facilities, a training and rehabilitation room, a renovated 
weight room, the equipment room, player meeting rooms, coaches offices, 
scouting room, film/video library and all the club’s administrative offices 
(except ticket office). There are six and a half acres of land available for 
practice fields. The lake out front of the Complex is used to recirculate water 
for the fields. 

Construction began (more than 150,000 cubic yards of dirt were moved) 
on April 3, 1978, and was completed less than five months later. The club’s 
administrative offices had been housed at the Atlanta Fulton County 
Stadium with summer camps in Greenville, S.C. (Furman University 
campus). This facility in growing Gwinnett County is approximately 30 miles 
northeast of downtown Atlanta, off Exit 44 of I-85.

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NFL PERSONNEL FACTS 
Waivers 


The waiver system is a procedure by which player contracts or NFL rights to players are made 
available by a club to other clubs in the League. During the procedure the 27 other clubs either 
file claims to obtain the players or waive the opportunity to do so—thus the term “waiver.” Claim- 
ing clubs are assigned players on a priority based on the inverse of won-and-lost standing. The 
claiming period normally is 10 days during the offseason and 24 hours from early July through 
December. In some circumstances, another 24 hours is added on to allow the original club to 
rescind its action (known as a recall of a waiver request) and/or the claiming club to do the same 
(known as withdrawal of a claim). If a player passes through waivers unclaimed and is not recalled 
by the original club, he becomes a free agent. All waivers from July through December are no 
recall and no withdrawal. Under the Collective Bargaining Agreement, from February 1 through 
October 16, any veteran who has acquired four years of pension credit may, if about to be assign- 
ed lo another club through the waiver system, reject such assignment and become a free agent. 
On Sept. 17, 1991, priority on waiver claiming is based on current standings. 


Active List 

The Active List is the principal status for players participating for a club. It consists of all players 
under contract, including option, who are eligible for preseason, regular season, and postseason 
games. In 1991, teams will be permitted to open training camp with no more than 80 players 
under contract and thereafter must meet a series of mandatory roster reductions prior to the 
season opener. Teams will be permitted to dress up to 45 players for each regular season and 
postseason game during the 1991 season; in addition, each club will have an Inactive List of 
two players. Maximum roster limits and dates for 1991 are:

In addition to the Active List limits described above, there also is an overall roster limit of 80 
players that is applicable to players on a club's Active, Inactive, or Exempt Lists, and any players 
on Reserve as Injured, Physically Unable to Perform, Non-Football IIIness/Injury, and Suspended. 


Practice Squad 

Will consist of five rookie or first-year players and will begin on August 27, after waivers clear 
from the final 47-player cut. All players will have cleared Waivers before being signed. They are 
eligible to practice with the team, but must sign a full contract before playing in a game. An ac- 
tivation move is not required for a practice player to move to the regular roster. Any NFL team 
can sign a player off any other team’s practice roster, 


Reserve List 

The Reserve List is a status for players who, for reasons of injury, retirement, military service, 
or other circumstances, are not immediately available for participation with a club. Players on 
Reserve/Injured after the final cut date are not eligible to practice or return to the Active List un- 
til six regular-season games have been played. 

Each club will have five free activations for players placed on Reserve/Injured after the final 
cutdown. Players also can be returned to the club's Active List if they clear Procedural Recall 
waivers, Any player placed on Reserve/injured prior to or concurrent with the final cutdown may 
not return to the club nor practice with the team thal year. Clubs participating in postseason com- 
petition will be granted an additional activation for each postseason game, provided they have 
exhausted all previous activations. 

Players in the category of Reserve/Retired/Did Not Report, or Reserve/Veteran Free Agent 
Asked to Re-Sign may nol be reinstated during the period from 30 days before the end of the 
regular season through the postseason. 
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Trades 
Unrestricted trading between the AFC and NFC is allowed in 1991 through October 8, after 
which trading of player contracts/rights will end until January 27, 1992.

The following procedures will be used to break standing ties for postseason playoffs and to 
determine regular-season schedules.

June 1984 - Business, Civic, and Government leaders begin talking about the possibility of constructing a new 
stadium in Atlanta. 

November 1985 - Preliminary Study concludes domed stadium would be most feasible for Atlanta instead of 
renovating Atlanta-Fulton County Stadium for baseball and football. 

October 1987 - the Georgia Stadium Corporation is formed by private investors. 

December 1987 - The Georgia Stadium Corporation raises $55 million, about half of the private sector financing 
needed to build the Georgia Dome. 

January 1988 - Governor Harris, Mayor Andrew Young and Fulton County Commissioner Michael Lomax reach 
“consensus” on using hotel/motel tax increase to finance the local government portion of the project. 
January 13, 1989 - Falcons owner Rankin Smith and Georgia Governor Joe Frank Harris sign a "memorandum 
of understanding" for the Falcons to play in the Georgia Dome under a 20 year lease agreement beginning 
in 1992, 

February 2, 1989 - The state first approves the project (41-9). 

June 5, 1989 - The Atlanta City Council unanimously (18-0) approves the $210 million Georgia Dome. 
June 7, 1989 - The Fulton County Commission unanimously votes (7-0) to clear the way for the facility. 
November 22, 1989 - Groundbreaking ceremonies for the dome, 

March 27, 1990 - Construction gets under way as NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue visits the site, 

May 1, 1991 - Completion of frame and concrete ring beam at top. 

Fall, 1991 - The roof goes on. 


WHAT DISTINGUISHES THE GEORGIA DOME? 


* World's 1st large-scale CABLE-SUPPORTED dome, Clear span of over 850 feet. Not inflated bubble-top like 
other domes. 

* World's largest CABLE-SUPPORTED dome. Teflon-coated fiberglass roof (375,000 square foot) held together 
with five miles of bridge cable arranged in hyperbolic paraboloids. 

« Largest stadium to use “‘tensegrity,” first demonstrated at Olympic Park in Seoul, Korea, in 1986. 
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A SUPER EFFORT 


In December of '89, an Atlanta Super Bow! task force went to New York 
to discuss the bid details with NFL officials and in January of 90, a group 
took notes at Super Bowl XXIV in New Orleans. On March 27, Commissioner 
Tagliabue visited the Georgia Dome for a survey and meeting, followed by 
an NFL-appointed architect to review the Dome plans. In late March, a draft 
of the bid was sent to New York to be reviewed by owners committeemen 
Norman Braman (Eagles), Mike Brown (Bengals) and Ralph Wilson (Bills). 
Formal bids were sent to the NFL in late April of 90. 

On May 23, 1990, the cities of Atlanta, New Orleans, Miami and Tampa Bay 
gave their final presentations on their bid to be host to the 1994 Super Bowl. 
Governor Joe Frank Harris, Mayor Maynard Jackson and Ted Sprague, 
president of the Atlanta Convention and Visitors Bureau, presented Atlanta’s 
bid to the 28 NFL owners at the Four Seasons Resort in Dallas, Texas. After 
each city had given their 15 minute presentation, the NFL owners voted by 
secret ballot. Even though Atlanta’s deal was not the most lucrative out of 
the other cities (Miami’s was $1.3 more in total), the owners voted 22-6 on 
the fourth ballot in favor of Atlanta. It was the quickest decision in naming 
a winner since 1984. in the balloting, Tampa was eliminated on the first ballot. 
Atie on the second vote could not eliminate any city. On ballot three, no one 
got the required 21 votes, with New Orleans being dropped as the low total. 
On the fourth ballot, Atlanta received the three-fourths majority. Commissioner 
Paul Tagliabue then declared Atlanta the host city for Super Bowl XXVIII in 
1994 at the Press Conference at 5:20 p.m. EDT. 

The exact date for Super Bowl XXVIII has-not been set by the NFL.

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Falcons Radio Team 


For a seventh consecutive season, WSB Radio in Atlanta will put together a Falcons radio network. All games 
are broadcast live, including a pregame tailgate show and a postgame show. The 50,000-watt ‘Sports bed of 
the South,’ WSB-AM (750) has a network now covering seven states and 70 stations. 

WSB's broadcast team will again feature the team of veterans Larry Munson and Jeff Van Note. In his fourth 
Falcon season, play-by-play man Munson is a veteran of over 25 years of Georgia Bulldogs football after stints 
with the Atlanta Braves, Vanderbilt, Nashville Vols baseball, and Wyoming. Van Note also returns for a fourth year 
of Falcons football after an 18-year playing career, longest in Falcon history. The six-time Pro Bowl center from the 
University of Kentucky will also take over most of the pregame show this fall.
